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Dr. F. M. Lowe, for 
Many Years City 
Physician, Dies 

Succumbs To Pneumonia After 
Brief Illness 


Dr. Fred M. Lowe of 1354 Washing- 
ton st., West Newton, died at the New- 
ton Hospital on Feb. 28 of pneumonia 
following a brief illness. He was born 
at Lawrence. Kansas, on March 22. 
1859. the son of Joseph and Sarah 
(Gary) Lowe. Two years later his 
father was killed by Quantrell’s Raid- 
ers when that band of Missouri pro- 
slavery rebels invaded Lawrence and 
murdered 300 of the town’s inhabi- 
tants. Mrs. Lowe shortly after re- 
turned to Fitchburg. Mass., from where 
she and her husband had migrated to 
Kansas. Dr. Lowe attended Phillips 
Exeter Academy, graduated from Yale 
in 1882 and from Harvard Medical 
School in 1885. In 1887 he married 
Amelia Robbins of Arlington. 

Dr Lowe settled in West Newton 
in 1895 and for 42 years was one of 
tliis city’s best-known and best-loved 
citizens. For 28 years he served on 
the staff of the Newton Hospital, retir- 
ing in 1929. In appreciation of this 
long service he was presented with a 
suitably inscribed silver bowl at a 
banquet held in his honor. In 1930 
Dr. Lowe presented to the hospital 
radio receiving sets for each room 
in the new hospital building and the 
necessary accompanying equipment. 
For 27 years he served as city physi- 
cian and in connection with his du- 
ties in this position he gave freely of 
his means in relieving the distress of 
poor people of the city. He retired as 
city physician on March 22. 1935. and 
on May 15 of that year he was tend- 
ered a banquet at Vernon Court Ho- 
tel by about 100 prominent citizens 
of Newton and presented with a sil- 
ver smoking set. He was a Past Ex- 
alted Ruler of Newton Lodge of Elks, 
and a member of Dalhousie Lodge 
of Masons. Newton Lodge of Odd 
Fellows and Newton Rotary Club. 

He is survived by two grandchil- 
dren. Mary and Parker Wiseman of 
New York. Dr. Lowe's wife died last 
summer. 

Dr. Lowe’s funeral service was held 
on Wednesday afternoon at the First 
Unitarian Church, West Newton. Rev. 
Herbert Hitchen officiated. The church 
was filled

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Agree On Cold 
Spring Land Plans 

A second hearing was held at city 
Hall Inst Friday night by the New- 
ton Plunning Board on the matter 
of the proposed development of an 
area of land abutting Cold Spring 
swump at Newton Highlands for home 
sites. On February 2 another hear- 
ing regarding this development was 
hold at City Hall on the petition of 
E. W. and M. C. Nutting who applied 
for approval of the laying out of sev- 
eral streets In connection with the 
sale of forty-two house lots. It was 
proposed to have one of the planned 
streets. George st., connect with Plym 
outh rd.. as an outlet to Newton High- 
lands from the new district. At the 
heuring on February 2nd about 40 
residents of Plymouth rd. and Kings- 
ton rd. appeared to object. They con- 
tended that the traffic from the new 
section would cause hazardous condi- 
tions on Plymouth rd. 

At the hearing last Friday night, 
the Nuttings agreed to extend the 
main street of their development in 
the other direction so that It would 
also connect with Beethoven ave., thus 
giving another outlet in addition to 
that at Plymouth rd. The commit- 
tee of eight, who represented the res- 
idents or Plymouth nnd Kingston rds.. 
also objected to the new street being 
named Plymouth Hill rd.. as it would 
he confused with Plymouth rd. The 
Planning Board concurred In this ob- 
jection and the Nuttings agreed to 
change the name of the proposed new 
street to Puritan rd. As a result of 
the changes, the Planning Board voted 
to approve of the plans for the de 
velopment. 

Belated Charges 
In July, 1937, 
Fatal Accident 

Waltham police on Wednesday 
brought charges against Dumont R. 
Vigneault. 26. of 116 Bright st., Wal- 
tham. as the result of fatal Injuries 
to a Newton Centre woman in an ac- 
cident in that city last July 22. The 
police did not learn until this week 
that Mrs. Virginia Sanderson, 60, of 
Eust Dedham st.. Newton Centre, had 
died as the result of an accident be- 
tween cars operated by her daughter 
Miss Sinia Sanderson and Vigneault 
at Lowell and Brown sts.. Waltham. 
George L. Avery. 12. of the same New- 
ton Centre uddress. was also riding in 
the Sanderson car. 

At the time of the accident, accord- 
ing to the report, Mrs. Sanderson did 
not appear injured hut on the follow- 
ing day a brain concussion became 
apparent. A subsequent operation at 
the Newton Hospital was of no avail 
and Mrs. Sanderson died on Aug. 5th. 
Following original reports on the ac- 
cident. no data had been recorded 
With the Waltham police until this 
week when Registry Inspector George 
J. Mullin was assigned to conduct a 
check-up with the Waltham police. 
Vigneault was taken into custody on 
Wednesday morning by Special Of- 
ficers Joseph W. Cunningham und 
Francis A. Dacey at his present home. 
At the time of the accident Vigneault 
was living at 230 Lowell st. The de- 
fendant was held in $500 for a heur- 
ing March 17th on a charge of driving 
to endanger. Application has also been 
made for a manslaughter complaint.

Mayor Childs Submits 1 938 City 
Budget Figures to Aldermen — 

Total Figure Is $5,397,442.36 

Refuses To Approve Requests For New Equipment For Street 
And Fire Departments — Favors Salary Increases 


Mayor Childs on Tuesday submitted 
to members of the Board of Aldermen 
his budget recommendations for 1938. 
The total of the figures as presented 
by the Mayor is $5,102,347.30; this 
does not include $295,095.06 estimated 
as the budget for the Water Depart- 
ment. The figures submitted by de- 
partment heads to the Mayor totalled 
$5,706,951.82, and from these estimates 
Mr. Childs lopped $309,509 The May- 
or's estimates are about $53,000 less 
than It cost to run this city last year, 
but it is probable that expenditures 
for 1938 will exceed those of 1937, 
inasmuch as the Mayor cut $72,000 
from the amount asked by Wel- 
fare Department and $15,000 from the 
amount asked for Soldiers' Relief. 

In the items listed under “General 
Department." which is under the di- 
rect supervision of tho Mayor, the 
total estimated is $99,196.78. an in- 
crease of nearly $17,000 over last year 
The Increase is caused by $5000 addi- 
tional needed for the city’s retirement 
pension fund: and a jump of $12,000 
in Newton’s share of supporting the 
Middlesex County Hospital, which this 
year is $38,094.78. In the budget for 
the Accounting Department it is evi- 
dent that the Mayor and Comptroller 
White were in close accord as the 
latter’s estimates were not changed 
by the Mayor. They total $122,881.53. 
an increase of about $6700 over the 
cost of running this department last 
year Most of this increase is caused 
by pensions for retired firemen: $4300 
more than last year. In the estimates 
submitted by City Treasurer Newhall 
for the Treasury Department the 
Mayor made two changes: he emitted 
the item asking $1119 for the Treas- 
urer's bond, and reduced the item for 
interest on temporary loans from $10.- 
000 to $7500. For clerical assistance 
the treasurer is allowed $1200 more 
than last year. In the Assessors De- 
partment the Mayor made no changes 
from the figures submitted by John 
W. Murphy, head of this department. 

In the budget figures submitted for 
Soldiers’ Relief the Mayor cut the es- 
timate submitted by Director Dungan 
from $70,000 to $55,000. The estimates 
submitted by City Clerk Grant for his 
department were cut from S39.62S to 
$33,628 by the Mayor. The two items 
lopped were — Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion from $10,000 to $8000. and elec- 
tion expenses from $8000 to $4000. 
The cost of running this department 
jumped about $2500 from last year 
No changes were made by the Mayor 
In the estimates submitted by City 
Engineer Harvey for the Engineering 
Department. The Fire Department es- 
timates of $2S5.2S9 submitted by Chief 
Randlett were cut to $269,339 by the 
Mayor. The Chief asked $14,000 for 
a new fire truck, and $1550 for radio 
equipment. The Mayor did not ap- 
prove of these two items. The Fire 
Department budget is about $4500 more 
than last year, principally because of 
automatic increases in firemen’s sal- 
aries 

The budget figures submitted by 
Buildings Commissioner Campbell for 
the Public Buildings Department were 
cut from $166,621 to $150,528 by the i 
Mayor. The cuts include several sal- j 
ary increases asked. $10,239 from the 
$77,239 asked for maintenance of i 
school buildings, and a cut of $4604 ! 
for maintenance of other buildings. ! 
The Police Department budget was 
cut from $376,757. the estimate of ' 
Chief Hughes, to $341,757 by the | 
Mayor. The Chief asked for 16 addi 
tional patrolmen: the Mayor recom- 
mends S. The Chief asked that the 
salary of Walter Hartford, a patrol- 
man designated is radio technician, 
be increased to $2450, the rating in j 
) salary given to sergeants The Mayor 
j did not approve of this request, j 
Neither did he favor the Chief’s re- 
quest to have the assistant automobile 1 
mechanic’s pay increased from $1500 
to $ 1 7 9 o . The Mayor also turned down 
the Chief’s recommendation for S new I 
motorcycles by reducing the item for i 


new automobile^ and motorcycles from 
$6955 to $3529. The Mayor disap- 
proved of an Item of $7000 for a re- 
volver range. 

Most of the department heads did 
not ask for salary Increases, but three 
who did received the approval of the 
Mayor. Andrew Prior. Sealer of 
Weights and Measures asked for an 
increase from $2400 to $2600 and the 
Mayor approved this Increase. Dr. H. 
D. Chope. Health Officer, asked for an 
increase in salary from $4000 to $4200, 
and the Mayor approved it. Julius 
Lucht, Librarian, asked for an increase 
from $4100 to $4500, and the Mayor 
also approved this request. Last year 
Mr. Lucht was the only department 
head to receive an increase: his sal- 
i- raised then from $4000 to 
$4100 In addtion to recommending 
a $200 increase for Prior, the Mayor 
also approves the request of the Sealer 
of Weights and Measures for $65 to 
attend a convention out of the State. 

In the budget of the Welfare De- 
partment the Mayor cut the estimate 
of $300,000 for relief of poor to $250.- 
000; that for aid to dependent children 
from $65,000 to $60,000; for old age as- 
sistance from $100,000 to $90,000. He 
disapproved of an item which would 
permit an additional investigator. The 
School Department budget which has 
to be recommended as submitted by 
the School Committee totals $1,567,- 
483.89. an increase of about $50,000 
over the school expenses of last year. 
No changes were made in the budget 
submitted by the Playground Depart- 
ment. It totals $92,637.26. The Mayor 
cut the budget estimates submitted by 
Street Commissioner Mahoney for the 
Street. Sewer and Forestry depart- 
ments from $1,001,060 to $855,341.62. 
These cuts include estimate for new 
equipment from $115,000 asked by Mr. 
Mahoney to $36,000: maintenance of 
streets from $100,000 to $90,000; traf- 
fic signs from $35,400 to $27,658; street 
lighting from $171,900 to $157,898. An 
item of $25,000 for snow removal was 
disallowed by the Mayor in the hope 
there will be no more snow. The 
Mayor approves of the creation of an- 
other position with the rating of Dis- 
trict Foreman. This would advance 
Richard Ward who has been in charge 
of the Newton Centre district from fore- 
man to District Foreman, and give him 
a considerable salary increase. There 
are now two district foremen. The 
Mayor approves of increases in sala- 
ries for two foremen in the sewer divi- 
sion — Joseph Bryson and Louis DiGre- 
gorio. He disapproved of an increase 
in salary from $2700 to $2850 for 
George Rogers, head of the Forestry 
Division. In the Water Department 
Budget the figures submitted by Com- 
missioner Murray were practically ac- 
cepted by the Mayor. Salary increases 
for about fifteen clerks In department 
offices at City Hall are recommended 
by the Mayor. These increases will 
allow to some degree more equality 
in salaries for lower paid girls who 
are performing the same type of work 
as clerks who have been receiving high- 
er salaries.

DUPLICATE STREET NAMES 

To the Editor: 

A matter of importance ns to street 
names in the City of Newton was men- 
tioned nt the last meeting of the plan- 
ning hoard especially the duplication 
of such In the city. The newcomers 
to Newton hardly realize that we were 
an area of villages and the names that 
were attached in those days meant 
the particular section and everyone 
knew where that was. But Newton is 
fast filling in the open spaces between 
the villages so that there is difficulty 
in recognizing the old village lines. 
The stranger thinks of but one name 
instead of a duplication and may find 
him some distance from the desired 
location. Also the delivery of the mail 
by carrier has superseded the old post- 
office system of the former days, with 
the result that some letters are delay- 
ed in delivery having been tried upon 
the wrong street. 

A few years ago I had the pleasure 
of addressing the Rotary Club of New- 
ton upon the subject of the Planning 
Board and their work and among the 
questions brought up for my answer 
was this duplication. The physicians 
were vory much in earnest about the 
matter especially tire newer men who 
had come to practice in our midst. 
While Dr. Melius was on the board ho 
was especially interested in relieving 
this duplication and met with some 
success but in other instances was re- 
buffed by the selfish interest of those 
who were more or less attached to the 
name. 

Now some of the streets have been 
named the duplicate and are private 
ones, and some have been accepted 
by the city for years. It would seem 
that the original named street should 
bear the name and any that have a 
record of a later date should be 
changed so we can have a list of street 
names in this city without counter- 
part. In making the new name it 
would be but a little while before the 
new name would become universal es- 
pecially if they are adopted and nre 
placed in the new directories with such 
a statement, as formerly such a street 
and now the new name. Also upon 
the sign post at the corners the old 
name could be painted and the new one 
' set off in larger letters. 

The going systematically at this 
uniformity of one name for one street 
in Newton will help in ways that will 
I be realized more and more as the time 
goes on with the new building in j 
; Newton. The cooperation of the home- ' 
S owners should be encouraged in this ! 
improvement suggested for the gen- 
j eral welfare of the City of Homes.

THE 1938 CITY BUDGET 

Mayor Childs has reduced the recommendations of various 
department heads for budget appropriations about $300,000. 
Approximately half of this amount appears in the street de- 
partment items where one million dollars was requested. The 
Mayor recommends $855,000, which in itself is an increase 
over the 1937 expenditures of nearly twenty thousand dollars. 
A third of the total reduction of estimates is made in the matter 
of welfare. Other reductions of consequence are made in the 
police, fire and public buildings departments with minor econ- 
omizing in other municipal activities. Despite the Mayor’s 
reductions his total budget is but fifty thousand dollars less 
than was expended last year. Whether or not the reductions in 
welfare will be possible is an open question which cannot be 
decided. It is conceivable that additional appropriations for 
this purpose will be found necessary later in the year. During 
the next few weeks the finance committee of the aldermen may 
find further reductions can be accomplished to the end that 
local real estate may be given some hope for the future.

Councilman 
Towne doubted the accuracy of these 
figures and produced payrolls to con- 
firm his statement.

25 YEARS AGO 


x Edward H. 
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A man who for over 40 years had 
been one of Newton's best citizens 
passed from this life on last Monday. 
Since 1895 Dr. Fred M. Lowe of West 
Newton ministered to tho sick nnd 
tho poor ot Newton. For 28 years he 
served on the staff of the Newton 
Hospital, nnd for 27 years he was city 
physician of Newton. His interest in 
the hospital continued after he had 
retired from the stuff, and a few years 
ago lie made a very generous and 
practical gift to it when ho gave a 
radio system which provided a re- 
ceiving set for evory room in the 
large, new hospital building. 

Fred M. Lowe, or "Doc” ns he was 
familiarly known to his friends, had 
an unusual career. Of old New Eng- 
land stock, his parents migrated to 
Kansas from Fitchburg nnd he was 
born at Lawrence. Kansas, in 1859. 
Two years later, when tho Civil War 
started in 1861, his father was one 
of tho 300 victims slaughtered in that 
nntl-slavery town by the bloodthirsty 
band of QuantreU's raiders from 
Missouri. It was probably this tragedy 
so early In Fred Lowe’s life that gave 
him Ills great sympathy for his fellow 
men, that made him such an unaffect- 
ed person. "Doc” Lowe was real. 
There was no “put-on" to him; no 
false dignity. Ho could mingle with 
men in all strata of society and gain 
their respect and friendship. lie 
loved to associate with his fellows, 
and with n keen sense of humor in ad- 
dition to his abundance of fraternal 
spirit, he got much out of life. He 
was active until within a few days of 
his death. "Doc" Lowe’s life was an 
asset, not a liability on the ledger of 
humanity, and in this city which he 
loved and served for 42 years his 
legion of friends will miss him.

He argued 
that other places about us have made 
progress in improving civic centres, 
notably Watertown and Wellesley. Mr. 
Hlakemore said the Board has not 
concerned itself enough in such mat- 
ters of permanent improvement, and 
we are approaching a time when it is 
our clear duty to make plans for the 
future.

$11,000 on the old City Hall. This 
sum ought to be used toward a new 
building.

Newton High School nthletes turned 
in some highly creditable work at tho 
schoolboy gameB In Mechanics Hall, 
Boston l«Ht Saturday afternoon, secur- 
ing seventh place, an excellent attain- 
ment in view of the keen competition 
Involved. Nuthau distinguished him- 
self when he finished second in the 
600 yurd run, und Bancroft lator tied 
up third pluce by his exertions in the 
mile run. 


In the report of the special commit- 
tee of tlie Board of Aldermen which 
was appointed to study tho recom- 
mendations made hy Mayor Childs 
in his last inaugural address was a 
reference to the continuation of "Thor- 
oughfare Road” at Oak Hill. The com- 
mittee reported that while this new 
road which now leads from Parker 
st. toward the new Oak Hill School, 
should eventually bo extended to Ded- 
ham st., there is no need of this ex- 
tension at the present. In our opin- 
ion. there is no need of the exten- 
sion in the future. “Thoroughfare 
Road” is an avenue or parkway, 80 
feet in width, tho construction of 
which was started last year. When 
the new school at Oak Hill was un- 
der construction, Meadowbrook rd., 
which leads from Dedham st., was ex- 
tended to give an approach to the 
school. Residents of Parker st. and 
other streets in that direction demand- 
ed that a street be built from Park- 
er st. toward the new school so that 
the children from that section would 
not have to travel a long distance to 
and from the school. Mayor Childs 
for some time did not approve of the 
construction of such a street. He fa- 
vored the building of a footway on 
the top of a large drain which had been 
built from Parker st. toward the 
school. Much money had been ex- 
pended the past few years in public 
improvements at Oak Hill, and the 
Mayor wanted to economize to some 
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degree. Tlioti, instead of building an 
ordinary street, 40 feet wide, cortpin 
persons Interested in the development 
of Oak Hill induced the Mayor and 
the Board of Aldermen to approve 
plans for ail 80-foot wide boulevard, 
said plans calling for the eventual ox- 
tension of this "thoroughfare” to Ded- 
ham st. The writer last year criticized 
the construction of this unnecessarily 
wide road at considerable added ex- 
pense to taxpayers of Newton. 

( For years we have been interested 
in the development of Oak Hill. When 
' the city was being rezoned some 
[years ago, as a member of tho Board 
of Aldermen we urged that the section 
of Oak Hill hounded hy Dedlinm, 
Brookline and LaGrango sts. be placed 
in a single residence zone when it 
was proposed hy other Aldermen that 
It bo left in a private residence zone. 
We advocated the creation of the pres- 
ent civic center at Oak Hill and co- 
operated with those who sought to 
i have the school and playground lo- 
cated in the sites chosen. Wo men- 
tion these things to show that wo 
have taken more than passing intcr- 
j est in Oak Hill. And we oppose tlie 
| creation of another "thoroughfare” in 
I that attractive and somewhat rural 
| section of this city because we have 
i during the past eight years been 
present at a number of hearings be- 
fore tho Board of Aldermen when 
delegations of Oak Hill residents told 
of the nuisance and danger caused 
by heavy traffic on Dedham and Brook- 
line sts. We have also heard resi- 
dents of Oak Hill and Newton High- 
lands toll at public hearings held hy 
the Board of Aldermen of the great 
danger to pedestrians, particularly 
school children, caused by the heavy 
traffic on the Worcester turnpike. And 
• s*o we cannot understand why rosl- 
! dents of Oak Hill should want another 
! "thoroughfare built” through tho heart 
■ of their rural-like community to bring 
In years to come a stream of heavy 
traffic to and from West Roxbury and 
points beyond. Especially when that 
"thoroughfare” passes hy a playground 
and school. Isn’t tho Worcester turn- 
pike a sufficient traffic hazard to nbbut 
Oak Hill without creating a second 
hazard for future years? 


Glenn Frank, former president of 
[ the University of Wisconsin is one 
I of the outstanding intellectuals of this 
' country. So much so that he was 
made chairman of the Republican 
committee on program; the commit- 
tee that is endeavoring to formulate 
some platform on whieh the tattered 
G. O. P. hopes to regain its lost 
prestige and former power. At Chi- 
cago last Monday Mr. Frank declared 
that — “the nation’s economic machine 
is stalled, and there must bo a sweep- 
ing re-education of the nation in po- 
litical and economic realities.” He 
commented that there is nothing but 
chaos und paralysis ahead unless na- 
tional leadership is guided by definite 
principles of government nnd human 
relationship. This is 1938 — and in 
1929 we stated in the GRAPHIC prac- 
tically the same ideas now enunciated 
by Mr. Frank. And for many years 
before 1929 these same arguments 
were advanced by a multitude of 
others. But those who advanced them 
were for the most part nonentities po-

The history of humanity indicates 
that there are periods of activity and 
striving in human consciousness ns 
well as stretches of time when there 
seems to be little or no activity or 
progress in human thinking.

This message is enabling the 
followers of Christian Science to per- 
ceive the true value of the Holy Scrip- 
tures. and is making of them able read- 
ers of the Bible. The textbook of 
Christian Science is a real boon to 
earnest Christians striving to find in 
the Bible irrefutable evidence of God, 
enabling the Bible reader to perceive 
quickly the spiritual import and in- 
dent of the Biblical text. Briefly put. 
t liis spiritual interpretation of the Bi- 
ble reveals always in the Biblical text 
Hie goodness, the perfection, the 
almightiness of God as Love. 

The textbook has become of world- 
wide reputation, and is read and hon- 
ored by many outside the ranks of 
Christian Science. Of practical inter- 
est is the fact that in the early his- 
tory of the textbook it was extensively 
criticized and condemned, whereas in 
its more abundant circulation and its 
richer fruitage It is but rarely con- 
demned today in the public press or 
even in the church pulpits. According 
to many, many testimonies, this book 
has been the means of bringing physi- 
cal healing and regeneration to people 
throughout the world. The reading of 
this book will surely bless anyone's 
effort, whether or not he be Interested 
in Christian Science, for It will un- 
doubtedly arouse his thought to a 
more earnest consideration of the 
verities of being. 

The Christian Science textbook is 
so often quoted and referred to by 
Christian Scientists that the outsider 
may sometimes wonder whether or not 
this hook takes the place ol the Bible 
in the study and reading of Christian 
Scientists. Most assuredly it does not, 
and its chief value to the Christian 
Scientist is that it interprets the Bible 
and reveals In it a true spiritual light 
that makes it understandable and 
usable in a practical way In everyday 
life. 

To the stranger, the first reading 
of the textbook may present difficul- 
ties. The conclusions therein may up- 
set many cherished beliefs concern- 
ing the permanence of matter and ma- 
terial life. There may also be recom- 
mended heights in thinking and living 
which the average person is not ready 
or willing to embrace. A continued 
and intelligent reading of the book, 
however, usually results in an awaken* 
ing of tb" reader* 8 thought to a pleas- 
urable and desirable contemplation of 
i higher standard of thinking and liv- 
ing. Reading the book generally has 
♦he effei ; of t< sting the reader's 
• bought as to whether or not he is 
willing and ready to espouse a higher 
standard of living. Whether, there- 
fore. the reader agrees with the text- 
book or not. at any rate, Ite is bene- 
fited by the vision of a higher state of 
living, regardless of its acceptance or 
non-acceptance. 

God the Creator 

Through the unfoldment of Chris- 
tian Science to Mrs. Eddy, she early 
discerned God to be creator, and her 
conclusions and teaching concerning 
creation have held consistently to this 
point. The first chapter of Genesis, 
which may be termed the account of 
spiritual creation, recites, "And God 
saw every thing that he had made, 
and. behold, it was very good." When 
•o this quotation is added the one from 
the Gospel of John, "All tilings were 
made by him ; and without him was 
uot any thing made t hut was made, " 
we have a basis for the assumption 
in Christian Science that all creation 
is very good. Surely, the world will 
not quarrel with a teaching that cred- 
its God with being the author and 
creator of a perfect universe. Indeed, 
ascribing anything less than the per- 
fect to God seems almost blasphemy. 

Correct spiritual interpretation of 
♦he Bible reveals t ha t God is prop- 
erly defined and described as Love, 
Life, Truth. Soul. Mind. Spirit, Prin- 
ciple. Any one of these synonyms, or 
ill of them, studied and pondered, will 
bring to human consciousness a con- 

lit that is flawless, lovable, beauti- 
ful. exalting in its satisfaction Such 
a concept of God must lie iiud be- 
fore mankind can be truly obedient 
to the command to love God. One 
could scarcely be expected to love 
md honor a wicked deity, or an un- 
intelligent deity, or an unreliable 
deity, or an unknown deity. 

Devil or Satan 

Christian Science stresses the 
thought of the impossibility of any 
evil, or imperfection, or discord, as 
proceeding from God. The result of 
this teaching is to impress upon Chris- 
tiuu Scientists the false and impossible 
character or being of a so-called Sutun 
or devil. The teuching of an all-power- 


ful nnd ever-operating devil or evil is 
one of the theological curses of the 
ages. The very thought of an evil 
power in competition with God lias 
brought fear, even terror, almost uni- 
versally to the human thought, nnd 
hns been responsible for nil the suffer- 
ing and misery of the human family. 

Christian Scientists find great free- 
dom and pence in the teaching of 
Christ Jesus concerning t lie nothing- 
ness nnd powerlessness of a so-called 
devil. The history or nature of Satan 
as given in the Bible is recognized as 
a vain effort to bring evil into good, 
or hate into love, or the unreal into 
•he real. This Is an inconsistency of 
♦bought which is impossible of accom- 
plishment. nnd ngnlust which one is 
warned in the first commandment, 
"Thou slmlt have no other gods before 
me." This is not to say that the 
warnings of the Bible ngaiust evil and 


and demonstrated by Jesus Is, then, 
man being saved from fnlso beliefs 
concerning God and God’s creation, 
which Is the import of the Mnster's 
oft-quoted words. If ye continue In 
my word, then are ye my disciples 
Indeed: nnd ye shall know tho truth, 
nnd the truth shall make you free.” 

Work, Treatment, or Prayer 
To the beginner in Christian Sci- 
ence, or to one who is sick nnd has 
not been able to find his healing in 
medicine, there comes naturally tho 
! inquiry, “How can I use Christian 
! Science for my own healing, or for 
my own spiritual improvement?" This 
is a fnlr question, and, to the earnest 
nerson, through a faithful nnd con- 
sistent effort, there will generally come j 
a satisfactory result. One should first 
realize that work, or treatment, In | 
Christian Science Is not physical, but 


| being a daughter of Abraham, was en- 
j titled to ho loosed from her infirmity. 
| Tho Christina Science textbook, in giv- 
, ing the spiritual interpretation of 
j Abraham, says (p. 5791. "Fidelity; 
faith in the divine Life and In tho 
eternal Principle of being." By this ron- 
' soiling, every child of faith In tho di- 
vine Principle of being and every 
ehild of fidelity should be loosed from 
his Infirmity. Everyone who comes, 
then, to Christian Science with the 
hope of being honied of his infirmity 
should come ns one of the faithful, 
as hnving faith in tho perfection of 
God nnd of God’s creation, man In 
His Image and likeness. This stnte 
of mind casts out fenr, nnd thereby 
tho beliefs of disease or imperfection 
lose their hold, and tho seeker Is free 
to claim his henlth nnd wholeness. 

In t lie ministry of Christina Sci- 
ence one frequently hears thut the 
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the unhappy experiences of mankind 
as victims of evil beliefs are without 
significance. We recognize that man- 
kind needs constantly to be aware of 
the suggestion and temptation to be- 
lieve and to be influenced by a power 
opposed to God, opposed to good, and 
the need to oppose it. Faithful prac- 
tice of Christian Science shows that 
one must be alert and awake and in- 
telligent to discern good: and to appre- 
hend the appearance of evil and to 
resist t lie appeal thereof and stead- 
fastly to refuse to he influenced or 
harmed thereby. Christian Science 
calls upon Its followers to ho continu- 
ously active in holding to the power 
and presence and reality of good, or 
the manifestation of God, as well as to 
he alert and intelligent and faithful in 
opposing, denying, and destroying In 
t heir thought and their lives the illu- 
sion, the appearance, and the sugges- 
tion of evil or devil. 

Man the Child of God 

Allied to the study concerning the 
nature and character of God is the 
necessary consequent, the true dis- 
cernment of man. Indeed, the poet’s 
expression might be helpfully changed 
to read, “The proper study of man- 
kind is God and man.” The effort to 
understand man properly, as he is 
spiritually revealed, probably requires 
a more persistent reversal of human 
thought than Is witnessed in studying 
concerning God. Until the coming of 
Christian Science, with the purity and 
clarity of its concept of man, the hu- 
man thought has generally indulged in 
the conclusion that man is both spir- 
itual and material, or Is bod/, with 
soul in some way connected therewith. 

Christ Jesus, in his ministry as well 
as in his words, taught the perfection 
of man. even to claiming his perfect 
likeness to the Father, God. Jesus' 
well-known statement, "Be ye there- 
fore perfect, even as your Father 
which is in heaven is perfect." is held 
in Christian Science to be mandatory. 
The Master’s conclusion leaves no in- 
termediate position, or lesser concent 
of man than the perfect. There Is 
therefore nothing radical or revolution- 
ary in considering in one’s every 
thought the concept of perfect man. 
Such a concept is authorized by the 
familiar words in the first chapter of 
Genesis, that God created man in His 
own image and likeness. 

This religion adopts with boldness 
the authoritative manner of Christ 
Jesus In teaching and claiming the 
perfect. In harmony, then, with Jes- 
us’ words end works, the Christian 
Science textbook says (Science nnd 
Health, p. 475): "Man is spiritual nnd 
perfect; . . . Man is idea: ... he is not 
! physique. Ho is t ho compound idea 
I of God. including all right ideas: . . . 
|t lint which has not n single quality 
■ tmderived from Deity." This concent 
of man, translated Into our daily 
thought and lives, lifts the human con- 
I solousnosH from the physical to t he 
spiritual, from file discordant to the 
harmonious, from tho fearful to the 
confident, from the imperfect to the 
I perfect. 

Adhering to this perfect concept of 
man. it i> not strange or unbelievable 
Hint, holding such a concept of man, 
the great Master was able to do Hie 
healing works that so filled his minis- 
try With such a foundation, one need 
not marvel Hint this worker was able 
to speak as one having authority, and 
thereby east out devils or evil beliefs, 
and bring men to a knowledge of their 
real nature and being as sons of God. 
I« ns’ mission and purpose was, as 
evidenced by his works, to bring hu- 
man consciousness to a realization 
of what man truly Is as the son of 
God. His work was to arouse, nwuken. 
and to inform man of his own identi- 
ty. Tho salvation offered, and tuught, < 


is wholly mental, or spiritual. This 
effort is uot something mysterious or 
difficult to understand, but is perceiv- 
ing and claiming the truth of being. 

A good beginning is to be found 
in the first chapter of the Christian 
Science textbook, and the first sen- 
tence (Science nnd Henlth, p. 1), 
“The prayer that reforms the sinner 
and heals the sick is an ubsolute 
faith that all things are possible to 
God— a spiritual understanding of 
| Him. an unselfed love.” If the per- 
son seeking physical or spiritual re- 
generation can exercise this faith in 
I God. and continues his search for a 
. spiritual understanding of God, ite 
j will find healing. Naturally, one should 
| approach this activity with confidence 
J that he will he healed. Jesus estab- 
lished this standard of confidence in 
| the saying, “What things soever ye 
desire, when yo pray, believe that ye 
I receive them, and ye shall have them." 
Christian Scientists find it always help- 
I ful to approach every task and every 
enterprise of their lives with the as- 
sured confidence of success, because 
they have relied upon the power of 
God. We need to realize in Christian 
Science work, that there is no in- 
tention nor effort to change what is 
real or true. The real man of God's 
creation cannot be sick or absent 
from the Father's knowledge and care. 

If we remember the New Testa- 
ment account of Jesus’ healings, we 
recall that he was ever confident of 
success in his work. There is no 
record that lie ever used expressions 
that implied any doubt or fear in his 
thought, but that he spoke with au- 
thority always. Then in our plans 
and our work in Christian Science 
we must speak and act as those hav- 
ing authority. We are authorized by 
the Master to do healing works in 
his name; and his promise and his 
word is that as the work is done in 
his name it will succeed. Healing in 
J Christian Science is not restoring 
! fallen man to high estate, but is rec- 
ognizing and claiming that man has 
never been separated from God and 
can never be separated from the love 
of God. even as is pointed out iu 
Paul's letter to the Romans (Romans 
8 : 38 - 39 ). 

How interesting and instructive Is 
I the study of Hie healings performed 
] by Jesus in connection with one’s 
efforts to apply this healing truth In 
Christian Science. 

Healing of the Infirm Woman 

Tlie healing of Hie woman infirm 
for eighteen years is interesting us 
illustrating Jesus’ method of work or 
treatment. In this case he said that 
the woman was bound by Satan. Ap- 
parently Jesus did not accord any 
power to Satan, because lie said sim- 
ply to the woman. "Woman, thou 
art loosed from thine infirmity." 
Whereupon she was immediately 
made straight. It is fair and reason- 
able to assume thut in this case, us 
In ull cases where Jesus healed, lie 
saw Hu.* nothingness and powerless- 
ness of this evil or sick manifestation, 
which uccords with ids statement iu 
t he Gospel of John, Hint Satan "is a 
liar, and tho father of it." Jesus also 
aid in tills instance that this woman,

patient should deny tho pain or tho 
suffering and should affirm his health, 
his strength, and his perfection. This 
is undoubtedly a real discernment of 
mental activity that will aid t lie pa- 
tient iu realizing his true status as a 
child of God. Naturally, the repeating 
of words as a formula or as a memor- 
ized expression of prayer is not potent 
except as it aids in producing In the 
thought of the patient a change re- 
garding his real being. Contrary to 
the accustomed forms of prayer. It 
will be found In a study of the chap- 
ter on Prayer in the Christian Sci- 
ence textbook that emphasis Is not 
laid on the use of words after any 
particular fashion, but the quiet, cer- 
tain dependence upon God is the im- 
portant consideration. 

Healing of Demoniac Boy 

The main point to be considered 
in Christian Science treatment or work 
is always that the healing is accom- 
plished. not by the personal effort of 
anyone, but by the power of God, un- 
derstood and relied upon. An interest- 
ing case in point is to bo found In 
the account given in Mark's Gospel of 
the healing of the hoy with u dumb 
spirit. Considering the symptoms as 
related in the Gospel, this might have 
been a case of modern epilepsy. At any 
rate, the father of the child was 
greatly concerned about his condition, 
and apparently lie had brought the 
child to the disciples for healing and 
they had not been successful. In 
ids case, obviously because of tho men- 
tal condition of the child, Jesus’ work 
was with the father, to whom the 
Master said, “If thou canst believe, all 
tilings are possible to him thut be- 
lieveth.” Whereupon the father said, 
j “Lord. I believe.’’ Jesus then apparent- 
ly addressed the evil or error which 
had disabled the child, and rebuked the 
infirmity and commanded it to ho gone, 
which may he reasonably interpreted 
as a denial of its existence and power, 
and an assertion of t lie child s normal 
state of well-being. Tills Instance and 
other instances of healing in Jesus' 
ministry are indicative of the re- 
quirements for healing In Christian 
Science faith and trust in God. 

It is desirable that those coming 
to Christian Science for help should 
come always without any thought of 
mystery or strangeness in the op- 
eration of God’s power. If we con- 
cede, or assume, that this is God’s 
universe, created and governed by 
Him. then surely there should he no 
strangeness in the expectancy of the 
power and naturalness of good, of 
health, of life and its harmonious 
manifestation. On the other bund, it 
is unnatural to believe Hint God sends 
disease, accidents, poverty, or death. 
When one comes seeking health, and 
supply, and happiness, ha should come 
in the thought thut lie is seeking only 
that which is ills natural heritage as 
a ehild of God. 

Claiming One's Heritage 

Paul, in his letter to the Romuns, 
tpeqkB of our being (lie children of 
God and the heirs of God and joint 
heirs with Christ. Surely there Is 
r niething to lie considered and worked 
out in this direction. In our liumati 
affairs, when one is named ns an heir 
ill a last will and testament, lie does 
not sit idly and permit Ills right to lie 
neglected or repudiated. He proceeds 
ctlvi ly to assert and defend his rights, 
and to claim liis privileges and his in- 
heritance under t he will. In some cases 
of sharp contest, lie oft-vi has the 
help of a lawyer or advocute, and 
it is sometimes necessary under those 
conditions to refute and dispute fulse 
assertions and fnlso statements made 
aguiiist liis rights under tho will. Gen- 


erally, It is obligatory to produce af- 
firmative proof ns to his identity nnd 
his relationship, thnt he may certninly 
establish his legal right to the inheri- 
tance. When his rights are estab- 
lished nnd the false testimony against 
him is destroyed, ills Inheritance is 
accorded him. 

in somewhat the snmo way Is man's 
natural right under God’s will main- 
tained nnd established. He mny need 
to nssert vigorously and understand* 
ingiy his identity or his relationship 
to Hie heavenly Father. He mny need 
constantly to ho rehearsed in Hie 
thought that he is God’s child nnd 
thereby hns undeniable and perfect 
rights in tho kingdom of heaven. He 
mny need vigorously nnd persistently 
to deny, dispute, and thereby destroy, 
the false claims or suggestions that lie 
is wenk or sick, or is unworthy or un- 
nblo to claim henlth, life, supply, hap- 
piness. The claimant will perceive 
that in this trial is involved an issue 
flint needs to he actively met nnd de- 
cided in liis own consciousness. Unlike 
tho accustomed method of prayer with 
which the world is familiar, in Chris- 
tian Science work or prayer there is 
no necessity for the effort to persuade 
God or to convince God. for it is rec- 
ognized that God’s wisdom and God's 
provision for man are already perfect 
nnd just. Tho human thought, in cases 
of disease and discord, needs to be 
persuaded, corrected, made conscious 
and confident of the eternal perfection 
nnd harmony of man in the image nnd 
likeness of God. Such is the activity 
of Christian Science work or prayer. 
When one s own consciousness is thor- 
oughly persuaded, convinced, and un- 
derstands man’s inheritance, then the 
healing result is accomplished. This 
is in accord with the Master’s com- 
mon comment on healing, "According 
to your faith be It unto you.” Healing, 
then, is the result of spiritual under- 
standing. or an intelligent concept 
of God and His creation. Such a 
consummation is not brought about 
by the persuasion of the human mind, 
nor by any control of one human mind 
over another, but is effected by the ac- 
tivity or operation of the divine Mind 
lifting the human mind, or regenerat- 
ing the human mind, that it may see 
and acknowledge God's perfect work 
in man's harmonious life, and health, 
and strength. When the seeker, 
through liis own prayer, study, and ef- 
fort. is unable to heal himself, he may 
always call upon the Christian Science 
healer or practitioner for aid. and gen- 
erally this refreshed confidence and 
support will effect the healing. Heal- 
ing is verification of the Old Testa- 
ment writer’s thought concerning man, 
“As he thinketh in liis heart, so is he.” 
This regeneration is likewise con- 
firmation and demonstration of the 
New Testament writer's thought, “And 
be not conformed to this world: but 
be ye transformed by the renewing 
of your mind, that yo may prove what 
is that good, and acceptable, and per- 
fect. will of God.” 

Healing by the Disciples 

Frequently inquirers may say that 
healing was accomplished in Jesus’ 
life and experience, but his under- 
standing and power were exceptional, 
and this is true. However, his prom- 
ise to those that believed on him, 
that is, understood him, is that they 
can do all the things that he did. 
In this connection, there is an in- 
teresting healing by Peter and John 
of the cripple who had never walked, 
and who lay at the temple gate ask- 
ing alms. As Peter and John, about 
to go into the temple, observed this 
man, they said, "Look on us." The 
record says that the man “gave heed 
unto them, expecting to receive some- 
thing of them." Tills was a proper 
state of mind in which to receive liis 
healing. Every seeker of healing 
might well come in such a thought, 
"expecting to receive something.” 
Peter and John, recognizing this ex- 
pectancy in the man’s thought, were 
quick to offer him the most profitable 
blessing possible. With prayerful un- 
derstanding and faith they lifted his 
(bought to claim Ills divine inheritance 
through the name or nature of Christ 
Jesus. With this assurance. “In the 
name [or nature] of Jesus Christ of 
Nazareth rise up and walk,” the man 
was immediately lifted up. and the 
record says, "His feet and ankle 
hones received strength. And he 
leaping up stood, and walked." and 
praised God. Reasonable minds will 
recognize in this incident the natural- 
ness and tlie omnipotence of God's 
power as claimed and applied by those 
two faithful disciples, and as claimed 
and accepted by the lame man in bis 
humble and intelligent state of ex- 
pectancy. How sensible and how sat- 
isfactory, if all who trust in God 
would come with expectancy and 
thereby receive the rich blessing prom- 
ised to all in the words of the Master. 
"If ye Khali ask uny tiling in my name, 
I will do it." 

Peter and Paul, among the healers 
after Jesus’ ascension, were notably 
successful in meeting difficult situa- 
tions for the sick and distressed, even 
restoring the dead to life. Remember- 
ing Hits, humanity may well rejoice 
and he grateful; and he encouraged 
in their struggle against the "lust 
pi.emv.” 

In every issue of the Christian 
Science Sentinel and The Christian 
Science Journal there appear attested 
and verified instances of heuling. in 
our own towns and among our own 
people throughout the Christian world. 
With a little search, one cun probably 
find in any community someone per- 
sonally known to him who rejoices 
in heuling thut has come through the 
ministry of Christian Science. Thus, 
in the activity of Christian Science 
throughout tlie world, tlie promises of 
Hie Master are being fulfilled before 
our very eyes. 

Application to Business 

in considering tlie application of 
Cliristtun Science to the solving of 
business problems, we need to know 
first of all what business is. Christ 
Jesus suid, “I must be about my 
Father's business, ’’ and Ills uetlvity 
Aim ill an effort to touch, heal, und 
bless men. From Bible references 
wo believe that iu the accomplishment 
of tills task Jesus worked at tlie car- 


penter trade for some years, and Inter, 
especially the last three yenrs of his 
life, gave his entire time to a public 
ministry. It would Indeed he nn un- 
happy and unsatisfactory state of mind 
for one to bellevo that so Important 
a portion, or time, of his life as that 
of providing for ills family was some- 
thing outside the realm of tho divlno 
activity. In tlie Christian Science 
textbook (p. 491) occurs this comfort- 
ing statement: "Divine Love always 
has met and always will meet every 
human need." We shnll surely digni- 
fy and bless our concept of so-called 
business when we can see it as under 
the protection nnd supply of divine 
Love Under such an influence nnd 
inspiration there would he no ques- 
tion about seeking an unfnir advan- 
tage over someone else in business, 
but every effort would be with the 
thought of aiding and blessing every- 
one connected with tlie transaction. 
There would be no hostility between 
employer and employee, for each 
would lie concerned and interested in 
promoting the prosperity nnd welfare 
of the other. Strikes, lockouts, boy- 
cotts, nnd unfair competition would 
be wholly memories of the past. 

The obviously sensible plan for every 
business man would he. if possible, 
to turn away from the harassments, 
strifes, and uncertainties of present 
business methods. Surely, every man 
would welcome honesty, justice, even 
love and unselfishness, in everyday 
business life. Perhnps such a condi- 
tion is not beyond tlie realm of possi- 
bilities nnd a new business era of 
Christianized methods can be realized. 
The experience of many families dur- 
ing the lust few years has been to get 
along happily and satisfactorily with 
much less of material things than 
formerly. The great Master said, 
"Seek ye first tho kingdom of God, 
and his righteousness; and all these 
things shall be added unto you." Chris- 
tian Science is strengthening the faith 
of its followers in the practical real- 
ization of the fulfillment of this Bibli- 
cal promise. Well may we ask, "How 
does Christian Science approach the 
solving of these problems?” 

First of all, being conscious of his 
true Identity as the child of God, one 
would be at once confident of God's 
goodness, of God’s directing intelli- 
gence. and of God’s all-providing love. 
With this consciousness he would na- 
turally go out into the world without 
four and with perfect confidence, and 
with inspiration that his task is at 
hand, and one that cun be successful- 
ly nnd happily accomplished. Study 
of the Bible assures us that we are not 
expecting too much of God to believe 
thnt provision is already made for 
man, and that he needs only to open 
his eyes to see the way, and to open 
his ears that he may hear a voice say- 
ing, "This is the way, walk ye in it. 
when ye turn to the right hand, and 
when ye turn to the left.” Surely, every 
Christian believes with all his heart 
that God’s plan for the universe is a 
perfect plan, and in this perfect, plan 
there must be a safe and satisfactory 
place for every one of God's children. 
Not. one of us can feel that lie is ex- 
cluded from God’s plan or God's knowl- 
edge or God’s provision. Business, 
then, should be for each one of us, 
just entering happily and confident- 
ly into the place already prepared by 
the hand of God. One of the Old Testa- 
ment writers certainly had such a vi- 
sion when he suid, "Trust in the Lord 
with all thine heart; and lean not 
unto thine own understanding. In all 
thy ways acknowledge him, and he 
shall direct thy paths.” The average 
man may find it difficult to see the 
spiritual possibilities in the so-called 
business world, but his vision in this 
will improve as he is active in trusting 
God in all his ways, and in acknowl- 
edging his God-given ability and di- 
rection. 

The Discoverer and Founder of 
Christiun Science hns written (Mis- 
cellaneous Writings, p. 307), "God 
gives you His spiritual ideas, and in 
turn, they give you daily supplies.” 
Truly, every thinking person must 
lie conscious of God-given intelli- 
gence, reason, fidelity, love, strength, 
and right desire. Our task, then, is 
to use these gifts. If men have used 
in business principally selfishness, 
greed, dishonesty, and unrighteous- 
ness, it is not strange that business 
may seem unscientific and unsatisfac- 
tory. We can nnd must change our 
methods and introduce in our business 
lives and activities these God-given 
ideas, and the world will quickly note 
an improvement and gradually con- 
form thereto. 

A common experience in Christian 
Science is to hear the testimonials of 
those who have endeavored to give 
in their business of their intelligence, 
experience, unselfishness, and char- 
acter, solely with the thought of being 
a blessing, and they in turn have been 
abundantly rewarded with opportuni- 
ties and compensation, which is en- 
tirely in accord with the Master’s 
statement, "Give, and it shall be given 
unto you; good measure, pressed 
down, and shaken together, and run- 
ning over, shall men give into your 
bosom. For with the same measure 
that ye mete withal it shall be meas- 
ured to you again.”

In tills era of changing govern- 
ments. and in the midst of fears and 
doubts concerning the outcome of 
these changes, it would seem wise to 
consider what is stulile in govern- 
ment. and what can be done to as- 
sure the public mind.

Christian Science 
Lecture

thought the selection and elevation In 
the government of the most Christ- 
like. We need to rise above passion, 
partisanship and personalities, and to 
seek to put those in authority who 
will be desirous of putting the gov- 
ernment on "his shoulder.’’ Christian 
Science is helping us to see that in 
proportion os we exalt the office rather 
than the official, and ascribe to l lie 
office honesty, justice, unselfishness, 
purity, wholoBomeness, we shall, by 
our thinking, attract to the office those 
men and women who will be worthy 
exponents of righteous government. 
Christian Science is urging up 4 on its 
followers obedience and adherence to 
the ways and words of Jesus of Naz- 
reth. who gave to the world In a model 
prayer this sentiment. ”Thy will be 
done in earth, as it 19 in heaven.” 
Right-thinking, Christian-minded peo- 
ple are ready for the practical appli- 
cation of this prayer in their daily 
lives, Christian Science is urging its 
adoption in all our thougiits con- 
cerning the government. 

Forgiveness and Salvation 

Unlike many sermons In the ordi- 
nary Protestant church, the Lesson- 
Sermon, as read on Sunday at r lie 
Christian Science service, is not filled 
with an appeal to the so-called sinner 
to confess his sins nnd thereby be 
saved. The plan of salvation, as un- 
derstood and taught in Christian Sci- 
ence, embraces the thought or the 
destruction of sin and thereby its 
cessation in the life of the individual. 
We recognize, of course, that for sin- 
ful thoughts and sinful lives men 
must inevitably suffer, because sin 
results in suffering. The Christian 
Science gospel of salvatioii is that 
man is now. and forever has been, the 
perfect child of God, and a recognition 
of this fact and an adherence thereto 
in our constant thinking, will lift us 
above the beliefs of power and pleas- 
ure in thoughts or ways that are in 
opposition to the perfection of God 
and His plan. 

Christian Science teaches a whole 
salvation; that is, salvation from pov- 
erty, from pain, and from suffering, 
as well as from temporary and eternal 
unhappiness in sin. We understand that 
mankind is healed and saved through 
tho ministry of Christ Jesus, by adher- 
ing to his words, and by striving to 
live as he lived. In other words, our 
teaching is, that salvation now and 
eternally, comes through the life, and 
not through the death, of Jesus. We 
make no campaign of fear or terror In 
an effort to frighten men to seek the 
kingdom of heaven. We rely rather 
upon the appeal of the gentle Master, 
offering to the sinful nnd the burden- 
bearing, peace, and rest, and healing 
by bringing their lives into accord 
with the name and nature of Jesus the 
Christ. 

Christian Scientists rejoice in the 
consciousness that their salvation, 
their kingdom of heaven, does not 
need to wait for some mythical so- 
called eternity, hut they see in the 
words of the Master, ‘‘The kingdom of 
heaven is at hand,” the possibility of 
realizing here and now health, life, and 
happiness. We rejoice with Paul in 
the sentiment expressed in his letter 
to the Romans, "There is therefore 
now no condemnation to them which 
are in Christ Jesus, who walk not 
after the flesh, but after the Spirit. For 
the law of the Spirit of life in Christ 
Jesus hath made me free from the 
law of sin and death.” 

Repentance, forgiveness, and re- 
generation, as taught in Christian Sci- 
ence, are not tinged with the mystery 
of absolution or vicarious atonement, 
but depend upon tin* effort of the in- 
dividual and the redeeming perfection 
of divine Love, as is indicated in the 
statement from the Christian Science 
textbook (P- 174). "Nothing save di- 
vine power is capable of doing so much 
for man as he can do for himself.” 

Jesus the Christ 

The stranger may have sometime 
believed that Christian Science under- 
rated the importance of the life, and 
person, and ministry of the man Jesus, 
but such is not the fact. Christian 
Science honors Jesus of Nazareth, and 
ascribes to him a perfect life and an 
inspired lifework. We acclaim him 
to be the Son of God, of the Virgin 
birth, and acknowledge his resurrec- 
tion from the grave and his ascension 
above the plane of material thinking 
and living. We understand that the 
life and words of tills remarkable 
man should be studied and patterned 
in our human efforts to live righteous- 
ly and obediently. Christian Scien- 
tists believe that it is possible, even as 
the Master said, to do all the tilings 
that he did. and to live as he lived. We 
believe that much more of good is to 
be accomplished in the lives of individ- 
uals by assuming the practical possi- 
bility of conforming our lives to his 
pattern than by a mysterious reliance 
upon his sacrifices. 

World-Wide Recognition 

Surely, the world recognizes that 
tho leaven of Jesus’ life ami teaching 
is reaching and influencing, at least 
to some extent, all the nations of the 
world. Even the unbeliever must he 
ahlo to see how his teaching has in- 
fluenced men and nations throughout 
the centuries. Hi* teaching may have 
boon misunderstood, misrepresented, 
aud poorly obeyed, but still its influ- 
ence succeeds and must endure, be- 
cause it is just and right. 

Christian Science, more insistently 
than any oilier leaching, is appealing 
to its followers for absolute and per- 
fect loyalty to tho ministry of Jesus. 

The Perfect Life 

Encouraged by his example, wo as- 
sume that every word of the Muster 
can he obeyed. We teach that the 
idealism and perfection of Jesus’ 
teaching is practical and possible, or 
it would never have been advocated 
by him. We do not shrink from the 
high and holy purpose of life, us 
taught by the Muster. 


This religion of authority calls upon 
men to love one another and to love 
Cod above all else, and to love and 
honor good in ail human activity As 
men strive constantly In their living 
to love and honor Cod and the Godlike, 
fhey will delight In more opportunities 
Tor loving and serving their follow 
men. and their lives will thereby ex- 
press more unselfish and more exalted 
purposes.

COMPLETEDJBY NEWTON 

| Completing a slam of the major in- 
terscholastic meets, t lie Newton High 
I track forces piled up a total of 24 
• points nt the Boston Garden last Sat- 
urday to overwhelm all competitors 
tor the Class A State championships. 

1 As usual tlie Newton stars scored in 
, all but three events, missing out in 
i the 600 which hnd produced some 
points in previous meets, the 300 and 
the shot put. Don MacKinnon and Billy 
PescoBolido were the only two individ- 
ual champions in their respective spe- 
cialties. the hurdles and the high 
jump. The relay team also garnered 
a first place with a sprinkling of oth- 
er places in various events to build 
up the total point score which was far 
ahead of second place Lowell with 14. 
third place Mechanics Arts with 10Mi* 
fourth place Malden with 9 3/4 and 
fifth place Brockton with 8 3/4. Boston 
English, picked as a potential contend- 
er should Newton falter, ended In 
eleventh place with but 6 points when 
its star six-hundred yarders. Tom 
Kendy and Bnllantine. figured to run 
one-two, failed to even place. 

Captain Bill Wood of Lowell, like 
other athletes restricted to but one 
track event or one track and field 
event, flashed a new record mark of 
5.4s in the linal of the dash to nip 
Wesley Taylor of Roxbury Memorial, 
broad jump winner. Co-captain Bud 
Hines of Newton placed third with 
John Concannon of Boston English 
picking up the fourth place. Hines 
won the fourth trial heat and the sec- 
ond semi-final, being fortunate to es- 
cape being drawn in tire same heats 
with his famed rivals. In the final 
| Wood was off the mark fast with many 
believing that he jumped the gun. 
Taylor, a yard behind after but two 
| yards were covered, failed to catch 
Wood to complete ids third double win 
i in three years. For two years he won 
both the dash and broad jump titles in 
j Class B and was attempting to dupii- 
: cate this feat in Class A on Saturday 
but was out of luck. 

1 Don MacKinnon, relieved of the 
pressure of Wood's competition in the 
hurdles, concentrated on taking the 
rest of the field. He won his trial 
heat, his semi-final and the final in rec- 
ord equalling figures of 5:6s. taking 
Sumner Woolfson of Brookline. Dart- 
mouth interscholastic winner, in both 
the semi-final and final. Flint of Lynn 
English took third in the final with 
Pescolido, winner of the fourth heat, 
and second to Flint in the second semi- 
final, picking up the fourth place point. 

Wally Shepardson was Newton's sole 
entry in the 300 but failed to qualify 
for the finals which was comprised of 
trial-heat winners. The final was taken 
by Joe Crowley of Boston Latin with 
Maze of Mechanics Arts second and 
Hadfleld of Lawrence third. No fourth 


place point was awarded as Masters 
of Lynn Classical was disqualified for 
pulling over to his right and cutting 
ofT Maze ns he attempted to pass in 
the stretch to the tape. Crowley was 
clocked in an even 33 seconds to 
break Warren Wittens, ex-Newton star 
33.2 record. 

Joe Antonelli and Fred Hull were 
Newton's 600-ynrd hopes. Antonelli 
placed second In the first heat which 
was won by Gillick of Lowell in the 
rather slow time of 1.21.4. Fred Hall 
apparently had an off day and failed 
to even place among the lenders in 
his bent. 

With Basil Babcock carrying New 
ton’s banners in the 1000-ynrd run the 
Newton supporters settled back to an 
ticlpote another useful addition to its 
point total. Starting from near the 
outside of the track Babcock found 
himself behind a stumbling or pushed 
runner and the pair went down. Get- 
ting to his feet Babcock, twenty-five 
yards in the ruck began slowly to 
overhaul the field ahead. With two 
laps to go he hnd forged out in front 
by about five yards but the effort was 
too much for the gallant Newton lad 
and on the home stretch McManus of 
Lowell and Pocius of Brockton pnssed 
him. Babcock’s time, however, was 
good enough to give him the fourth 
place point as hut one other runner, 
Faulkner of Somerville, bettered his 
time. McManus took first and Pocius 
second. 

The broad jump, settled earlier In 
the afternoon before the dash and 
hurdles, saw Bill Alpert leaping 9 ft. 
11 3/8 in. for third place behind Taylor 
and Stedman of Brockton. 

The field in the high jump narrowed 
down to Pescosolido. Jack Callahan 
both of Newton, and Jack Byrne of 
Brookline, after the bar reached 5 ft. 
7 in. This trio continued to jump with 
the fourth place point being split 
four ways between Somerville, 
Brockton. Malden and Lawrence jump- 
ers. Pesky cleared the next height 
which both Callahan and Byrne missed 
on their first two attempts. Callahan 
cleared it on his third try but Byrne 
failed, giving Newton first and second. 
Pesky and Callahan continued with 
Pesky having hopes of setting a new 
record. Callahan went out at 5 ft. 10 
in. after Pesky had cleared it to win 
at an official height of 5 ft. 9 3/4 in. 
Moving the bat up to 6 ft. 1 in.. Pesky 
found the task beyond him. Conditions 
in the jump were none too satisfactory 
as jumps in both Class A and B wer 
turned sideways with the junipers 
facing the broad jump and pole vault 
runway. Clearing the bar they had 
but little more than six feet distance 
between the standards and the built-up 
runway. On every jump they either 
bumped into the runway or scrambled 
over in some fushion or other. Con- 
sequently the mental handicap of hav- 
ing to calculate on avoiding leg in 
juries through contact with the run- 
way was rather great.

litically and economically. It is in- 
teresting — and not peculiar, how long 
it takes those at the top of the social 
heap, leaders of industry and finance, 
and . even intellectual and political 
leaders to apparently become aware 
of facts which are evident to think- 
ers among the less prosperous. So- 
cial, economic and political truths al- 
ways reach the upper crust last. The 
‘haves” all through history wei’e slow 
in realizing that every now and then 
they must co-operate in making re- 
adjustments so that the ‘‘have nots" 
will obtain a little more of the things 
of this life. And it was obvious years 
ago that our 20th century mechanized 


production system had rendered ob- 
solete our 18th and 19th century meth- 
ods of wealth distribution, and that 


the chaotic conditions which have 
prevailed for the past several years 
were inevitable.

Auto Paint Shop 
At Newtonville 

The petition of John T. Burns & 
Sons for a permit to conduct an 
automobile paint shop, and body re- 
pair shop at 719 Washington st., New- 
tonville. was refused by the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night. At a hear- 
ing held on this petition Martin Me- 
Morrow of 717 Washington st., object- 
ed. He said the repair shop is only 
2 feet from his bedroom* window and 
the place in past years has been a 
nuisance in the neighborhood. He said 
that when Burns erected the building 
it was supposed to be used as a garage 
for a few cars, but was turned into a 
repair shop. McMorrow stated that 
the persons who had conducted the re- 
pair shop worked there nights, even 
until 2 a. m.. and that when he com- 
plained to the police, lie obtained no 
relief. He said that finally, on Ills 
complaint, the men who operated the 
repair shop were fined by Judge Ba- 
con. but took an appeal to the Superior 
Court and continued to disturb the 
neighborhood nights. McMorrow said 
be could not rent an apartment In Ills 
house because of the noise from the 
repair shop. Martin Murphy of 58 
Court st.. objected to the paint shop 
because it would be a fire hazard. He 
also complained of the noise from the 
repair shop. Mrs. Margaret Waters of 
54 Court st. said that last Friday night 
someone started a fire in the repair 
shop and she thought the sparks from 
the chimney would set fire to the whole 
neighborhood. She also objected to the 
noise from the repair shop and the 
starting of a paint shop in the building. 
Mrs. Mary Jones of 727 Washington 
st. also objected to the petition. 


Two Beer 
Room Licenses 

Tin* Newton License Commission 
held a hearing on Monday night on 
charges preferred by Raymond Gent 
of Dedham, investigator for the State 
Alcoholic Beverage Commission 
against six beer dispensing places In 
the Nonantum district.

All six were charged 
with not sterilizing the glasses in 
which they serve ale and beer, as 
is eompelled according to the rules 
of the State A. B. ('. It was charged 
that these alcoholic dispensaries have 
been merely rinsing the glasses in cool 
water. The charges against all six 
places on this non-conformity with 
the rules were sustained The owners 
of the places were warned to properly 
wash their glasses In hot water, and 
they promised to install proper equip- 
ment for this purpose 

The license of the Zepp I.uneh at 
372 Watertown st., owned by Cutaldo 
Marchionl. was suspended for one 
week because gambling had been ob- 
served in bis beer place. The license 
of Riccia's Lunch at 18!) Adams st., 
owned by Antonio Esposito, was sus- 
pended for 20 days. Sanitary condi- 
tions at tills place were described 
as bad.

Ban Religious 
Broadcasting on 
Newton Streets 

An application from on Andrew P. 
Haddon of RosMndale for a permit to 
use a sound truck on X»*wton streets 
between the hours of 10 a. m. ami 7 
p. m. week days In connection with 
religious meetings, was turned down 
by the Newton Board of Aldermen on 
Monday night. Mr. Haddon had sent 
a check for the payment of the fee 
in connection with bis application, 
and a notation on the check mentioned 
the International Bible Student*, tin* 
organization headed by Judge Ruther- 
ford. Sound trucks with their raucous 
noise are not popular In Newton, and 
Alderman Inches of the Licenses Com- 
mittee, in announcing the adverse ac- 
tion on the Roslindale man's applica- 
tion, stated that City Solicitor Bart- 
lett Is drawing up an ordinance which 
will forbid this type of nuisance in 
Newton. In recent years permits for 
the use of sound trucks In connection 
with business and political advertis- 
ing were granted by the Street ’Com- 
missioner. Last year, after the Com- 
missioner had granted such a permit 
to a candidate for Mayor, objections 
were raised and it was found that the 
authority to grant such permits was 
not vested in the Commissioner, but 
in the Board of Aldermen So noisy 
sound trucks won’t be permitted either 
for political, religious or business pur- 
poses, or for a combination of the 
latter two. 

Another application refused by the 
Board of Aldermen on Monday night 
was one from the Volunteers of Amer- 
ica who want to send uniformed bands 
of instrumentalists through Newton to 
solicit contributions for the charitable 
work of this organization. Alderman 
Inches for the Licenses Committee, 
stated that this application was turned 
down on the same basis as that of 
the sound truck. It was not consid- 
ered advisable to have bands of musi- 
cians roaming through the city seeking 
contributions. 

Alleged Hit-Run 
Driver In Court 

Irwin Stewart. 38. of 36 Olcott st., 
Watertown, was arraigned in the New- 
ton court on Wednesday before Judge 
Nagle of South Boston, charged with 
having been the driver of the car 
which bit and critically injured John 
Hart. 6S. of Edinboro st.. Newtonville, 
on the night of Feb. 22. and then hav- 
ing driven away without revealing his 
identity. Hart has been on the danger 
list at the Newton Hospital with a 
broken leg and other injuries. Sal- 
vatore Petrillo of Gambler st.. Auburn- 
dale. testified that *1-»- saw the aged 
jnan hit and the car speeded away. 
Patrolman Cunningham told of filu- 
iug broken pieces of a headlight lens 
at the scene. Anthony Russo 
of Waverley avenue, Watertown, 
testified that Stewart came to him on 
Feb. 22 to have a headlight repaired, 
and that a fender on the car was bent. 
Newton and Watertown police told of 
fitting the broken pieces of the lens 
into the damaged headlight. The case 
was continued until next Monday. 

Broke Auto Rules 
Pays $10 Fine

Aldermen Vote Gas 
Station Permit In 
Residence Zone 

One of th** most closely fought mat- 
ters to come before the Newton Board 
of Aldermen for a long time resulted 
on Monday night in a permit being 
granted to the Lincoln Realty Com- 
pany to install an additional 1000 gal- 
lon gasoline tank at 558 Commonwealth 
ave., Newton Center, and to* replace 
an ordinary gasoline pump with a 
dual pump. The vote on this petition 
was 9 to 9, and then President Floyd 
broke the tie by voting In favor of 
granting the permit. The Lincoln 
Realty Company owns the one-story 
brick business block from 552 to 564 
Commonwealth ave. For a number of 
years an automobile accessory store 
has been located at 558 Common- 
wealth ave. and in conjunction with 
it gasoline was sold. A 500 gallon 
tank was located at the rear of the 
building, near Chestnut ter., and one 
pump was also there. Most of the 
gasoline sales were made from two por- 
table tanks, kept on the sidewalk on 
Commonwealth ave., In front of the 
store. 

Several years ago Kelsey Steeves, 
the then owner of the business, peti- 
tianed the Board of Aldermen fora per- 
mit to extend the facilities of the sta- 
tion under a non-conforming use. It 
is In a single residence zone, hut the 
business block was there and the bus- 
iness established before the zoning 
ordinance went into effect In 1922. 
Steeves was denied the permit for the 
extension of the use of the gasoline 
station. In 1932 the Standard Oil Com- 
pany and the Lincoln Realty Company 
petitioned for a permit to raze most 
of the business block and establish on 
the locus a modern gasoline station. 
Their petition was refused. Last year 
Mandlestam Brothers, who acquired 
the business a few years ago. peti- 
tioned for a permit to erect a pump 
on Commonwealth ave. in front of 
their store. This petition was refused 
because the Aldermen could not legal- 
ly grant such a permit for the use of 
a public sidewalk. 

Recently the Lincoln Realty Com- 
pany petitioned for a permit to install 
an additional tank and the dual pump. 
Last week the Licenses Committee of 
the Aldermen split on this question. 
Four of the committee. Aldermen Tem- 
perley, Ashenden, Tiffin and Everts vot 
ed against recommending the granting 
of the petition. Three of the committee. 
Aldermen Inches, Fahey and Hughes 
voted In favor. At the meeting of 
the Board on Monday night Alderman 
McCabe stated he had gone to the 
loeus. talked with some of Mandle- 
stam’s employees, and believed the 
petition a reasonable one. He said 
the only difference it will make Is — 
that there will be two tanks in the 
ground there instead of one. as at pres- 
ent. Alderman Jamieson of Ward 6 
said that there is traffic congestion’on 
Chestnut ter., especially in the summer 
when the squash tennis courts are in 
use, and if the permit were granted it 
will tend to lessen this congestion, as 
a tank truck would have to come only 
3 times each week to supply Mandle- 
stam’s station, instead of 10 times a 
week as in the past.

He said that increased 
facilities will mean increased gaso-j 
line business there, and eventually an-| 
other petition for a big gas station 
Vldermnn McKay agreed with Temper- 
ley and said he recalled Parker talking 
for hours at the hearings on the pet i- , 
tions. and how the hall had been 
tilled with those who objected. Aider- 
man Tiffin said his understanding of 
non conforming uses In residence zones 
is based on the supposition that even- 
tually places so used will revert hack 
to residential use. He said that Man- 
dlestams’ principal business is in 
tires and batteries, that their sale of 
gasoline is an adjunct, and that stores [ 
in the Lincoln Realty Co. building 
have been frequently empty. To grant 
the petition would be a step toward 
making Commonwealth ave. a busi-|j 
ness street, instead of eliminating bus- 
iness on it. In answer to a question. 
Alderman Inches said the granting of 
the permit would not cause the dis- 
continuance of the use of the portable 
tanks on the Commonwealth ave. side- 
walk 

Alderman Hutchinson asked Alder- 
man Inches how the executive com- 
mittee of the Newton Centre Improve- 
ment Association had voted on this 
matter? Ho was informed that 6 of 
the committee had voted against the 
granting of the petition, and 5 favored 
it Alderman Walker said he believes 
the zoning law is best served by re 
fusal to grant extension of non-con- 
forming us»*s He commented that 
the point had been raised about the 
illegal use of the sidewalk on Com- 
monwealth ave for the dispensing of 
gasoline from the portable tanks. \ 
vote was then taken on the report 
of the majority of the Licenses Com 
mlttee which recommended that tin 
petition he not granted. On a rising 
vote, the Board by 10 to 9 voted 
against the majority report and the 
matter was then referred to the Claims 
and Rules Committee.

Safety Council 
Favors Licensing 
Of Bicycles 

The Newton Safety Council held a 
meeting at Police Headquarters on 
Wednesday night for th<- purpose of 
hearing a report from the Child Edu- 
cation Committee on the matter of 
regulating the use of bicycles in New- 
ton. Raymond Green, assistant, prin- 
cipal of Newton High School and 
chairman of the committee presented 
the report. He also showed moving 
pictures featuring safe and unsafe 
riding of bicycles by hoys and girls, 
and gave a transcribed presentation 
of a radio sketch by Newton school 
pupils on the subject of "Safety." 

The plan for licensing bicycles in 
Newton as proposed by Mr. Green and 
his committee calls for the Traffic Bu- 
reau of the Police Department to have 
charge of this activity, with the co- 
operation of the schools and parent*. 
The license would cost 25c and would 
pay for a small plate to be affixed to 
the bicycle and the operator's licens * 
Applicants for licenses would have to 
study in their schools rules of the 
road, and pass a test on thfs matter 
They would have to demonstrate that 
they could ride properly before the 
traffic officer. Each bicycle would 
have to be equipped with a lieht. re- 
flector. horn or hell and proper brake* 
Rule? for safe riding of hlcycles In- 
clude only one on a wheel, riding close 
to the curb and in Indian file, the use 
of proper signals, no riding on side- 
walks. observance of traffic rules at 
street intersections and no holding 
on to trucks or other moving vehicles. 

It would be unlawful to ride in 
Newton without having a license, and 
the licenses would extend from Jan- 
uary 1 to December 31 of each year. 
Penalties for riding hlcycles without 
a license of violating the rules of 
ridiner would be — first offence, a warn- 
ing note to parents: second offence, 
send for parent and child, third or 
flagrant offence, impounding of bi- 
cycle for varying periods of time It 
was voted to submit the proposed ree- 
ulations to the City Solicitor and 
Board of Aldermen for their approval. 

Senator Arthur Hollis offered to co- 
operate in having similar regulations 
made a State Law. General Daniel 
Needham, who presided, urged the 
members of the Council to attend the 
annual conference of the Mass. Safety 
Council to be held at Hotel Statler 
on March 21 and 22.

Among the many duties and activi- 
ties of his department is the manage- 
ment of a manufacturing plant. At 
East Cambridge jail is operated a pow- 
er plant providing power, heat and hot 
water to the County Buildings. This 
plant is considered one of the most 
powerful in New England. At Billerica 
there stands a monument to modern 
prison building construction. It is con- 
sidered the most modern Institution of 
its kind east of the Mississippi. This 
is due to far-sighted planning and 
provides accommodations and occupa- 
tions for its inmates. At Billerica has 
been developed a modern plant for 
manufacturing of rope mats, and 
brushes that range from finger-nail 
size to large motor brushes for street 
cleaning machines. It is interesting to 
know that these products are sold only 
to municipalities, conforming to the 
rules of the prison code, permitting the 
manufacture and sale of products 
from prison labor. The purchase of 
raw material, the manufacture and the 
sale of these products together with 
the collections, are part of the respon- 
sibilities of the Sheriff of Middlesex 
County, and this is the only County 
in the Commonwealth that has such 
extensive manufacturing activities, re- 
quiring much experience and ability 
of the sheriff. 

We are particularly fortunate in 
having as Sheriff of Middlesex County 
Joseph MacElroy. who has proven his 
ability as an executive beyond a doubt, 
for we are told that his department 
is on a phying basis, and he returns to 
the Commonwealth each year a profit 
after paying all expenses.

The NRA, so- 
cial security, persecution of the rich, 
sit-down strikes without government 
interference, persecution of the busi- 
ness man through excessive taxation, 
etc., are tending to hold back recovery. 
America has always been the country 
of opportunity for the people no mat- 
ter what station of life they are in. To- 
day we have the reign of the rabble. 
Public sentiment must be aroused to 
return to the high standards set forth 
by our constitution.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


Last week there was a hearing at 
the State House before the committee 
on Metropolitan Affairs on a bill which 
would authorize the construction of 
additional sewers in Waltham, New- 
ton, Watertown and Brighton at a 
cost of $2,000,000. These sewers are 
needed to stop the overflow of sew’er- 
age into the Charles River. At the 
hearing Senator Lawrence Curtis of 
Boston said that many doctors have 
declared the Charles River unsafe for 
bathing. He said that conditions in 
the river are "nauseating.” Douglas 
Lawson, president of the Charles River 
Association said that the river is an 
open sewer. Professor Marshall Jenni- 
son of Mass. Inst, of Technology said 
that analyses of water from the river 
show a higher number of bacteria than 
is allowable in outdoor bathing places. 
He said the proposed new sewers would 
eliminate 50 overflow outlets which 
now carry sewage into the river. 

This information is not new. For 
many years it has been known that the 
Chnrles River is filthy and utterly unfit 
for bathing, especially during the sum- 
mer months when the flow of water in 
the river is so little in volume that 
there is practically no current in the 
stream below the dam at Bemis. One 
has but to stand on the bridge at Wa- 
tertown and see the polluted appear- 
ance of the water in the river to real- 
ize how unfit it is for bathing. We 
called attention to this condition a few 
years ago when Representatives Lan- 
dry and Murray of Watertown were 
working for an appropriation by the 
Legislature for the creation of a bath- 
ing beach on the Charles River in Wa- 
tertown. Even as far up the stream as 
South Natick, there is evidence of pol- 
lution in the water. But the Water- 
town Legislators persisted and suc- 
ceeded in getting an appropriation of 
$65,000. An expense that Newton and 
other places in the Metropolitan dis- 
trict had to share. 


The building of two apartment 
houses on Centre and Mount Ida sts., 
Newton, brings to the front again a 
question which for a long time dis- 
turbed the people of this city and was 
the cause of much discussion. When 
Newton was zoned in 1922 apartment 
buildings were restricted to general 
residence zones. Additional restric- 
tions were suggested, such as setbacks, 
provisions for off-street parking and 
garage. But no apartment house men- 
ace arose in Newton. The very strict 
Newton building code, which required 
apartment buildings to be of first-class 
construction, made the erection of 
such structures prohibitive from a 
financial consideration. During the 
boom years there was more talk of 
apartment buildings, and in 1929 and 
1930 further measures were taken to 
limit the possibility of this type of 
building in the city. Following a num- 
ber of public hearings the Claims & 
Rules Committee of the Aldermen in 
1930 recommended rezoning of the city 
which placed much of the former gen- 
eral residence zones into private res- 
idence zones, thus limiting to very 
small areas, except in Ward 1, districts 
where apartment houses may be built. 

In 1936 a radical change was made 
in the building code of the city. As 
a result of petitions from Dr. Augustus 
p. Thorndike and Henry I Harriman, 
Hi.* Aldermen voted to amend the 
building code so that apartment build- 
ings, not over two stories high, could 
be built of modified second-class con- 
struction. instead of first-class con- 
struction. The petitioners intended to 
erect cottage-type apartment buildings 


on property nenr Hammond Pond 
and the Worcester turnpike. But they 
did not do so ufter succeeding in hav- 
ing the building code changed. Now, 
two apartment buildings are to bo 
erected on land at Centre and Mount 
Ida sts., Newton. This property is lo- 
cated on a steep grade, and nt a sharp 
curve on Centre st. To lessen a traffic 
hazard nt this point the city is to 
widen Centre st. there. And to prevent 
a new and greater trnific hazard be- 
ing created with the building of the 
apartment houses, the Aldermen on 
Moiulny night passed a traffic ordi- 
nance which prohibits the parking of 
automobiles on Centre st., between 
Mount Ida st. and Newtonville ave. 
This means that after the apartment 
houses will have been erected, auto- 
mobiles of the numerous tenants in 
them will be parked on narrow Mount 
Ida st., or Newtonville ave. It would 
be well if the Aldermen would pass 
an ordinance requiring in the future 
an ndequate parking area on any lot 
of land where a permit is granted for 
the erection of an apartment building. 


The action of the Board of Aider- 
men on Monday night in granting a 
permit to the Lincoln Realty Com- 
pany for an extension of non-conform- 
ing use in a residence zone does not 
augur well for the future of Cornmon- 
wealth ave. The Aldermen by tho 
close vote of 10 to 9 granted a permit 
for an additional 1000-gallon gasoline 
tank, and a dual pump adjacent to 
Chestnut ter., although the locus spe- 
cified in the petition was 558 Common- 
wealth ave. This address is where 
an automobile accessory store is lo- 
cated, and the sale of gasoline was 
conducted on a small scale; the fuel 
being dispensed from two portable 
tanks kept on the sidewalk in front 
of the store. It was asked last Mon- 
day night if these portable tanks will 
continue to be used after the addition- 
al tank and new pump will be installed 
at Chestnut ter. The answer was — 
"Yes.” The keeping of these tanks 
on a public sidewalk, and the dis- 
pensing of gasoline from them is ille- 
gal. The Aldermen, by their vote on 
Monday night encouraged the illegal 
use of the sidewalk, and tended to 
stimulate increased sale of gasoline 
in this residential zone. In view of the 
fact that within tho past few years, 
preceding Boards of Aldermen have 
twice refused to change the zone at the 
intersection of Commonwealth ave. 
and Centre sts.. a very heavy traffic 
point, from residence to business, the 
action of the Board on Monday night 
seemed inconsistent. 

Commonwealth ave. is Newton’s most 
attractive street. Its development as 
a beautiful, residential avenue was a 
tremendous asset, to Newton in past 
years and resulted in the building of 
millions of dollars work of fine homes 
on adjacent sts. In the past frequent 
attempts have been made by persons 
to have areas along Commonwealth 
ave. changed from residence to busi- 
ness. Those persons interest in New- 
ton was that of profiteering, without 
consideration for the deteriorating ef- 
fect such a conversion of the avenue 
would produce. Similar attempts will 
be made in the future. If the present 
Board of Aldermen, and future Boards 
desire to continue Newton preemin- 
ence as a residential community, they 
will emulate past Boards, and not en- 
courage business on Commonwealth 
ave.

The citizens in the vicinity of 
Hie park subscribed $2000, the city 
$1000. the balance being donated by 
Mr. Towne. owner of the land. It will 
Ik* a greut ornament to that part of 
the city and is something that every 
resident of Newton will take pride in, 
as it adds another to the many attrac- 
tions of our city. 

The proposition lo have the Newton 
& Waltham horse-railroad track at 
West Newton placed in the middle of 
tlie street will meet with some opposi- 
tion. It is now on the side of the 
street, out of the way of teams and the 
tracks cause but little inconvenience 
except to adjacent, property owners. 
There certainly ought to be some sys- 
tem of drainage as it is cruelty to ani- 
mals to compel tlie horses to wade 
through tho pond of wnter which hns 
covered tlie street over since tlie first 
thaw of tlie winter. This might be 
done without moving the tracks, and 
when the proposed electric railroad 
company lays its tracks in the middle 
of Washington st. at West Newton, if 
they ever do, tlie companies might 
come into conflict.

Possibly there was once a con- 
spiracy among the elements to make 
it tlie most unpopular month. If such 
an effort was made it was a success 
and the Federal and State authorities 
didn’t have to select it us the mouth for 
paying income taxes to clinch its un- 
popularity. 


Combing Their Hair 

In some way I seem to have lost 
truck of precisely wluit is expected 
of boys und young men of today in 
the matter of appeurance. It used to 
lie an unwritten law tliut in order to 
look their very best boys should comb 
t heir hair. Not thut they always 
obeyed, for muny hud to be reminded 
several times.

Police Again Use 
Armory Range 

Newton police on Monday resumed 
their revolver practice at the shooting 
range In the State Armory at West 
Newton. The practice was discontin- 
ued lust December because of the de- 
mand by National Guard officials that 
the rental for the use of the range be 
paid in advance. Chief Hughes suc- 
ceeded* in convincing the National 
Guard men that this new plan was not 
possible because of city financing 
methods, and the rent will be paid as 
in the past. Patrolman David Dalton, 
one of the outstanding revolver experts 
among New England policemen, is or- 
ganizing seven teams composed of five 
men each. These teams will practice 
to enter the tournament to be held by 
the New r England Police Revolver 
League. Chief Hughes has requested 
again this year an appropriation of 
$1000 to pay the men who qualify as 
experts and sharpshooters. The for- 
mer are given $50 each and the latter 
$25. 


Auto Inspectors 
Arrest Blanchard 

Ellsworth E. Blanchard, 38, of 59 
Westminster rd., Newton Center, was 
arrested Tuesday morning as he drove 
his car out of the driveway at his 
home by Inspectors Shea and Flynn of 
the Registry of Motor Vehicles. He 
was arraigned in the Newton court 
later that morning on the charge of 
driving an automobile after his li- 
cense to do so had been revoked. The 
motor vehicles inspectors requested 
that the case be continued until March 
17. They allege that Blanchard did 
not turn in his license some time ago 
after it had been suspended when he 
defaulted when summoned into court 
on a violation of parking regulations. 
The license was suspended on Decem- 
ber 7. 1936. Blanchard obtained a 
new license on April 3, 1937. His car 
was stopped a few weeks ago by a 
motor vehicles inspector, and his al- 
leged failure to conform with the law 
discovered. 

Judge Donald E. Mayberry imposed 
a suspended fine of $50 on Blanchard 
when the case was brought up yester- 
day. 


Found Guilty of 
Drunken Driving 


George E. Flanagan, 26, of 15 Nich- 
ols ave., Watertown, was found guilty 
of drunkenness and driving under the 
influence of liquor in Newton court 
Wednesday by Judge W. Lloyd Allen. 
Flanagan was arrested on March 1 by 
Patrolmen Maurice Marshall, James 
S. Goddard, and William II. Dowling 
after his automobile had struck sev- 
eral parked cars in Newtonvllle sq. 
He denied the charges and sought to 
prove his innocence at a lengthly hear- 
ing following which Judge Allen im- 
pose a $50 fine on the charge of driv- 
ing under the influence of liquor and 
$5 for drunkenness. Flanagan ap- 
pealed and was held in $300 bail for 
the Superior Court. 


Sues Ebb For 

False Arrest 


Louis Ebb. a constable who collects 
delinquent taxes for Newton and vari- 
ous other cities and towns was the 
defendant In a damage suit tried in the 
Newton court on Tuesday before Judge 
Felix Forte of Belmont. The plaintiff 
was William Walker of Chester ave., 
Chelsea who is suing Ebb for $2000 
for false arrest. According to Walker 
he was seized by Ebb and two other 
men at Chelsea last Armistice Day, 
forced into an automobile and taken 
to the Chelsea police station to be 
identified without any warrant being 
produced or any reason given for his 
arrest. Ebb testified that before he 
took Walker into custody he displayed 
five warrants authorizing Walker’s ar- 
rest for non-payment of income taxes 
owed for several years. Ebb said that 
Walker declared he would not pay the 
taxes, that he then took him to the 
Charles street Jail, and later that day 
got in touch with Walker’s wife and 
drove her to several places until she 
obtained $128 with which to pay the 
taxes. Walker was then released from 
the jail. 

Walker and his wife testified that 
the plaintiff’s health had been impaired 
as a result of his arrest and detention 
at the jail. An employee of the State 
Income Tax Division testified that sev- 
eral attempts had been made to serve 
warrants on Walker before Ebb ar- 
rested him. Judge Forte took the 
case under advisement. He said the 
case hinged on the question as to 
whether or not the warrants had been 
properly displayed before Walker was 
arrested. The case was tried in New- 
ton because Ebb has a legal residence 
at 219 Commonwealth ave. in this 
city. 


Found Guilty of 
Hit-Run Driving 

Irwin W. Stuart. 38, of 36 Olcott st., 
Watertown, was found guilty in the 
Newton court on Monday by Judge 
Nagle of driving an automobile so as 
to endanger the lives of the public 
and also of leaving the. scene of an 
accident without revealing his iden- 
tity. Stuart was charged with having 
been the driver of the car which on 
the night of Feb. 22 hit John Hart, 6S?' 
of 153 Edinboro st., Newtonvllle, as 
the elderly man was crossing Water- 
town st.. near Edinboro st. Hart was 
critically injured and is still in the 
Newton Hospital. 

The car was speeded off after the 
accident and the only clew was the 
broken pieces of glass from a head- 
light which were found lying on the 
street. Newton police obtained a tip- 
off that Stewart had gone to a repair- 
man to get a damaged headlight on 
his car fixed. They fouud that the 
fragments of the broken headlight 
lens found on Watertown st. fitted the 
damaged headlight on Stewart's auto- 
mobile. They also found that the 
right fender on Stewart’s car was 
dented. Stewart’s wife and a friend 
of his testified in an effort to prove 
that the defendant was at his home 
on the evening of the accident. Judge 
Nagle found Stewart guilty and sen- 
tenced him to serve 2 months in pri- 
son for going away without reveal- 
ing his identity. For reckless driv- 
ing. Stewart was fined $100. He ap- 
pealed and was held in $1000 bail.

The recent award of $50,000 to 
Moses H. Gulesian of Chestnut Hill by 
a jury in the Suffolk Superior Court 
in his suit against the Newton Trust 
Company has been followed by mo- 
tions for a new trial by both parties. 
The motions have been taken under 
advisement by Judge J. Arthur Baker. 
Gulesian based his motion on the claim 
that the award was insufficient while 
the bank seeks a new trial on grounds 
that the verdict was against the weight 
of the evidence. Judge Edward F. 
Hanify on Wednesday took under ad- 
visement a bill filed by Gulesian for an 
injunction to forbid the bank from 
foreclosing mortgages on property 
owned by Gulesian in Falmouth. Coun- 
sel for Gulesian asked that the bill be 
dismissed but Attorney Edward F. 
McLennen. counsel for the bank and 
its directors, opposed the dismissal. He 
told the court that such action now 
would leave the bank under suspicion 
of wrongdoing and asked the court to 
make a finding. 


Articles Donated 
By Federal Govt. 

During 1937 food and clothing to 
the amount of $65,944 were distributed 
to needy in Newton through the agen- 
cy of the WPA. These articles were 
given in addition to the allotments 
received by those on welfare from 
WPA and the city welfare depart- 
ment. The clothing distributed to- 
talled 48.678 and various kinds of food 
totalled 322.788 pounds. The articles 
of food included 19.605 pounds of ap- 
ples, 3600 pounds of butter. 2688 pounds 
of cereal. 10,065 pounds of eggs. 15.713 
pounds of evaporated milk. 16.816 
pounds of canned fruit. 14,848 pounds 
of dried milk. 2434 pounds of dried 
peas, 82,015 pounds of potatoes. 31.746 
pounds of prunes, 1500 pounds of fro- 
zen fish, 100.353 pounds of grapefruit, 
16.575 pounds of sweet potatoes, and 
4830 pounds of grapes. 

The clothing included: 1907 girls’ 
bloomers, 1629 women's bloomers. 748 
blouses. 551 combinations. 5527 girls’ j 
dresses, 131 infants’ dresses, 4685 wom- 
en’s dresses. 30 men’s and boys’ jack- 
ets. 71 layettes, 1625 girls’ night- 
gowns, 1169 women's nightgowns. 53 
men's nightshirts. 1160 women’s and 
girls’ pajamas. 654 men's and boys’ 
pajamas. 1171 men’s and boys' pants.

The visit this week of Glenn Frank to this section of the 
country has attracted the attention of many of those who are 
interested in the future of America and who realize that at 
the present time the constantly changing activities and attitudes 
of the New Deal are causing uncertainty to this future which 
cannot be disregarded. It is clearly evident that a “planned 
economy” and a democracy are absolutely unsuited to each 
other. A democracy must have freedom, whereas a planned 
economy must essentially be fettered by strict regularity. How- 
ever, it does not necessarily follow that a democracy with free- 
dom of purpose and freedom of competition cannot be regu- 
lated to such an extent as may be necessary for the protection 
of the individual well-being of the public. Dr. Frank makes 
a simple, yet interesting and pointed simile when he likens 
the situation to that of an automobile upon the highways. It 
may go on any road that it may be the driver’s desire but yet 
at the same time is controlled by such signals and traffic laws 
as are necessary for the protection of the public. The sooner 
the heavy hand of regulation and governmental interference 
with business is lifted the sooner will economic conditions 
be straightened out with greater security resulting to all.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


Most persons have been aware that 
for nearly a year past there has been 
an increasingly adverse economic con- 
dition in this country. It has been 
politely referred to ns a recession, 
not a depression. But It Is a de- 
pression, and a real one. Millions 
have been added to the army of un- 
employed nnd the welfare lists have 
been swollen accordingly. Newton is 
no exception. In February the num- 
ber of cases receiving aid from the 
Newton Welfare Department totalled 
883, the largest number since adverse 
conditions started In 1929; and these 
cases represented thousands of per- 
sons who are dependent on public 
relief. Hundreds of Newton residents 
who have been employed at least part 
of the time In recent years have not 
worked for months, and It Is only a 
matter of time when they, too, must 
obtain relief unless they get employ- 
ment. Worried business men and 
women are using every resource to 
carry on. The outlook Is anything 
but cheerful, but the facts may as 
well be acknowledged. With such a 
state of affairs we don’t enthuse over 
any public official who is getting a 
good snlnry asking for an increase 
in that salary. And we also don’t 
enthuse over any executive who rec- 
ommends such an Increase. The big 
majority of our public officials have 
sufficient consideration for their fel- 
low citizens not to ask for increased 
salaries under existent circumstances. 
But, if the few who do ask for such 
increases received them, it is natural 
to expect that other officials, being 
human, will also seek additional pay 


erages appears on the ballot in New- 
ton at the State election this year, 
provision should be made for both 
taverns nnd common victuallers. All 
of the places dispensing beer In New- 
ton are licensed as common vic- 
tuallers. According to law a common 
victualler Is one whose principal busi- 
ness Is the sale of food to be con- 
sumed on the premises. The issuance 
of common victualler licenses In New- 
ton has been hypocritlcnl. The prin- 
cipal business of many places so li- 
censed Is not the sale of food. Many 
of such places sell little or no food, 
and this includes most of the places 
holding licenses to sell alcoholic bev- 
erages. If licensed as taverns they 
would be properly classified, nnd they 
could not sell to women. 


The question has been asked of us 
— “Why was It necessary for an agent 
of the State A. B. C. to bring charges 
against several beer dispensaries In 
Newton which were violating regula- 
tions regarding proper cleaning of 
glasses, gambling and sanitary condi- 
tions? Why don’t our local officials 
supervise these places and have them 
conform with the laws and regula- 
tions?” The question seems reason- 
able. We have a local License Com- 
mission. Police Department and Health 
Department. Between them they 
ought to be able to compel the pur- 
veyors of alcoholic beverages to con- 
duct their establishments properly 
without It being necessary for an out- 
sider, a State employee, to prefer 
charges. 

The majority of the men who sell 
ale and wine In Newton have been 
endeavoring to conduct their places 
decently. But there are several who 
have not. And It is no secret as 
to where such places are. In justice 
to a community such as Newton Is, 
and in fairness to the most of the 
men who hold liquor licenses and who 
obey' the laws, holders of liquor li- 
censes who transgress the laws and 
regulations flagrantly or persistently, 
should not only have such licenses 
suspended, the licenses should be re- 
voked. There should be regular and 
strict supervision of all places in New- 
ton dispensing alcoholic beverages. 
And when the matter of granting li- 
censes for the sale of alcoholic hev- 


The expected has happened — and 
more quickly than expected by those 
who feared it. Herr Hitler and his 
cohorts have seized Austria. Many 
who do not npprove of Hitler, or of 
the methods which his ruthless (and 
sagacious) Nazi advisers have resorted 
to, will not condemn the grabbing of 
Austria by Germany. When the Aus- 
trian Empire was dismembered after 
the World War under the self-deter- 
mination program of Woodrow Wil- 
son, all that remained Austrian of 
the former powerful empire was that 
part which was preponderantly Ger- 
manic in population. Its plight since 
1918 has been a sorry one. Racially, 
its people are Germanic. Economical- 
ly, It can’t be worse off than it has 
been the past 20 years, and unless 
Germany becomes Involved in another 
disastrous war, Austria should become 
more prosperous. If Germany does 
become involved in nnotlier w’ar, then 
woe betide not only that country and 
Austria, but all of the countries in- 
volved. We believe that Hitler and 
his counsellors will not plunge into 
warfare if they can avoid It. They 
will continue to bluff England, France 
— and Italy as long as they can, but 
they are not anxious for a real war. 
Economically, Germany cannot afford 
a big war. And intelligent men in 
the governments not only of England 
and France, but also of Germany, re- 
alize that if there is a repetition of 
the slaughter and privations which 
characterized the World War, the re- 
sult will be — Communism. The masses 
would turn on and destroy the Hit- 
lers, and the other dictators or poli- 
ticians who would attempt to wage 
prolonged and relentless warfare. 


The reciprocal trade agreement with 
Czechoslovakia consummated this week 
by President Roosevelt and Secretary 
of State Hull results in another severe 
blow to the waned prosperity of New 
England. It means that the importa- 
tion of women’s shoes from that coun- 
try will be greatly increased, and that 
employment In New England shoe fac- 
tories will be proportionately de- 
creased. And those who will he forced 
out of employment will be forced onto 
public welfare. We can’t understand 
Mr. Hull’s philosophy or Mr. Roose- 
velt’s acceptance of It.

HIGH SCHOOL SPORT 
SCHEDULES APPROVED 

Lynn Class, on 1938 Football 
Schedule 


Tlie high school athletic council ap- 
proved the 1938 sport schedules at its 
meeting last week. The approval cov- 
ers the spring activities in baseball, 
golf and tennis and the football sched- 
ule for next fall. With the spring 
schedules being more or less per- 
functory and similar to those of re- 
cent years interest in the gridiron 
dates Is greatest. 

The Newton eleven next fall will 
play its customary schedule of nine 
games. But one change is made in 
the identity of opponents to be met 
with Lynn Classical taking the first 
date in November, which has been 
filled most frequently in rerpnt years 
by one of the Worcester high school 
elevens. A few years ago Newton met 
Lynn English but 1938 will mark the 
first time, at least for many years that 
Newton and Lynn Classical have 
clashed. 

The 1938 schedule lists but three 
games away from home with this trio 
of opponents being on an alternate 
home and home basis. The three team 
which Newton will meet on foreign 
fields are Cambridge Latin. Everett 
and Waltham. The home games will 
be Arlington. Brockton. Quincy. 
Rindge Tech. Lynn Classical and 
Brookline with the schedule closing as 
usual on Thanksgiving Day. 

Peculiarities of the calendar in 1939 
and 1940 will permit the scheduling of 
ten games due to the fact that Thanks- 
giving Day comes near the very end 
of the month and creating three Sat- 
urdays in November with the custom- 
ary non-playing date on the Saturday 
before Thanksgiving. During these 
two years it has been revealed that 
Medford and Newton have agreed on 
a two-game series on a home and 
home basis. The Medford dates are 
set for the first game in November, 
replacing the Lynn Classical game of 
the coming year. Meanwhile it is un- 
derstood that Newton and Fitchburg 
are negotiating for the tenth game 
date on the 1939 and 1940 schedules. 
The addition of Medford and Fitch- 
burg to the orange and black lists 
will give Coach Ralph Sanborn’s out- 
fit of those years the best schedules 
from a competitive standpoint that 
Newton has had for some time. 


There Is some discussion being made 
about the Quincy game. Until recent- 
ly Quincy was perfectly willing to 
play at Newton each fall as its home 
playing field and facilities were not of 
a high calibre hut a new field will be 
ready for the 1938 season and Quincy 
would like to arrange a home and 
home basis with Newton. Newton is 
willing to go to Quincy but with North 
Quincy and Quincy sharing the field 
and each being assigned home date 
Newton is unable to go because of Its 
contracts with other schools for such 
dates. Consequently It is in the ofTing 
that Quincy may relinquish its Newton 
date in which case Newton will have to 
schedule another opponent. Among 
the schools which are mentioned in 
this connection is Leominster High al- 
though it is possible that Newton 
might discuss the possibility of bring- 
ing back one of the Worcester or Lynn 
schools.

present depression as a result. There 
should lie lower prices and increased 
consumption in order to bring about 
more jobs and employment, he de- 
clared. England has set a good ex- 
ample. he stated, in producing low- 
priced articles in large quantities, for 
which there was a big demand, so 
making more jobs, and also a profit 
for business. This method he advo- 
cated especially in the matter of 
housing, in more, low-priced houses 
for more people. 

At the close or his talk, questions 
were asked by the audience, including

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New Home of Newton Cooperative Bank 
At Newtonville 



Construction is under way on the* 
new building of the Newton Co-opera- 
tive Bank at Walnut street. Newton- 
ville. The structure is located near 
Austin street and adjoins the building 
of the Newton Trust Company. It 


will have an exterior of waterstruck 
brick, with granite and limestone trim, 
will he two stories high in front, and 
have dimensions of 25 feet in width and 
65 feet in depth. The architect of 
the building is C. Francis Roberts 
and the contractors H. H. Hawkins 
Sons of Newton. 

The basement of the building will 
contain the heater room, book vault, 
bank examiner’s room, toilets and 
locker rooms. The first floor entrance 
is through a large vestibule with con- 
ference rooms on either side. At the 
right, beyond the vestibule Is space 
for officers of the bank, and at the 
left ornamental wrought iron stairs 
lead to the directors’ room. The first 
floor contains a lobby for the public, 
working space and a large, fireproof 
vault. electrically protected and 
equipped with the latest type, stain- 
less steel doors. Care has been taken 
to provide all necessary equipment 
for use in the event of day raids or 
attempts at burglary. All walls and 
ceilings are to have sound-deadening 
plaster. The floors will have rubber 
coverings and the walls will be 
paneled to a height of 4 feet. 

On the second floor a large directors’ 
room will be located, with toilets and 
coat closets conveniently arranged. 
The entire building will be insulated 
against heat and cold and the hot- 
water heating system will use gas for 
fuel. Provision will be made for air- 
conditioning. It is expected the build 
ing will be ready for occupancy about 
June

In his annual report Mr. Hutchin 
son said in part: 

"The Newton Community Chest can 
point to a proud record of success 
in the last three Campaigns. Success 
not merely In achieving our goal hut 
also in the steady Increase in the 
number of- workers and contributors. 
Furthermore, our Newton citizens pay 
their pledges — we have a record of 
almost 100 per cent collection of 
pledges. 

"The number of contributors has 
grown from 8676 in 1935 to 15,278 in 
1937, an increase of about 75 per cent 
The number of volunteer workers has 
increased in these three years from 
about 1000 to nearly 2000, and what 
is more important, they are willing, 
enthusiastic workers. The amount we 
raise has grown from $185,002 In ’35 
to $196,148 in ’37. 

These facts, I believe, prove that 
Newton citizens thoroughly approve 
the chest method of financing the work 
of our 14 health and social agencies.

The Newton Hospital School 
Nursing is of vital need to the hos- 
pital. If there were not student nurses 
at the hospital the operating costs 
would increase and these costs would 
fall on the community. It was planned 
to build the home in conjunction with 
the building of the new hospital, but 
the cost of erecting and equipping 
the latter exceeded the estimates, and 
the home was not built. At that time 
the nurses themselves gave more than 
$21,000 for the erection of suitable liv- 
ing quarters. Today, due to the in 
creased number of nurses they hav< 
to he housed in eight different build- 
ings on the grounds, in quarters that 
are both crowded and unwholesome 
This has resulted in a marked de- 
crease in the number of desirable 
students who make application to the 
school of nursing. These young 
women are going to nearby schools 
which offer adequate living conditions 
as well as good training. Mr. Richard 
son said — “The Newton School of 
Nursing has always stood high in 
comparison to similar schools through 
out the country. If we are to continue 
to draw desirable applicants, we must 
meet the conditions outlined by the 
State Board. We have in Newton 
Hospital as fine an institution as 
any of its size in the country, and w 
have a right to be proud of the mag- 
nificent service it renders to Newton. 
Wellesley and surrounding towns 
am sure those of us who are on the 
Board can count on whole-hearted sup- 
port in finding a solution to this very 
pressing problem.”

Aldermen To Study 
Serious Problem 
Of Welfare Aid 

$38,000.00 Appropriation For 
County T. B. Hospital 


The meeting of the Board of Aider- 
men on Monday night consisted, as 
usual, of a comparatively short public 
meeting and a long recess. A num- 
ber of appropriations were passed by 
the Board, the largest of which was 
$38,084.78 as Newton's share for 1937 
in the maintenance of the Middlesex 
County Tuberculosis Hospital at Wal- 
tham. This is an increase of about 
$12,000 over Newton’s assessment of 
the preceding year. This city pays a 
larger proportion of the cost of run- 
ning this hospital than any other place 
in the county. Cambridge and Lowell 
are exempt because they have their 
own T. B. hospitals. In addition to 
tills sum. Newton this year also had to 
pay $58,000 as its share in the cost 
of the construction of a new wing at 
the hospital which was recently built 
as a PWA project. There are 34 pa- 
tients from Newton in the hospital 
among the 400 patients in the insti- 
tution. Other appropriations made by 
the Aldermen on Monday night in- 
cluded $828 for materials used in PWA 
sewing projects: $44.94 for a deficit 
bill to pay for tires purchased by the 
Police Department in 1936: $9000 for 
drain in Blake st.; $4320 for widening 
Centre st. on the curve South of Mount 
Ida st., Newton, and $430 for land 
damages in connection with this wid- 
ening. The Street Commissioner sub- 
mitted a list of assessments for moth 
prevention work in 1937. totaling 
$10,166. 

Alderman Colby was the only mem- 
ber to oppose the appropriation for 
the widening of Centre st. at Mount 
Ida st. He said there is very heavy 
traffic on Centre st. and that Franklin 
st. enters it at a sharp angle very near 
the point where the widening will be 
made. He argued that the widening 
will cause an increase in the speed 
of cars and trucks coming down the 
steep grade on Centre st.. and that 
drivers will he watching vehicles ap 
proaching in the opposite direction 
while travelling at faster speeds than 
they now do. This will cause them to 
pay less attention to traffic coming 
out of Franklin st.. and will add to 
the already dangerous conditions on 
Centre st. at this stretch. Alderman 
Temperley, who does not drive a car. 
was optimistic enough to offer the 
uggestion that signs might be placed 
on Centre st. warning motorists to 
drive slowly. 

Alderman Inches, chairman of the 
Licenses Committee, moved that the 
Sutcliffe Storage ’ompany of 275 
Needham st.. Upper Falls, be notified 
o appear before the aldermen to show 
au86 why a permit recently granted 
for a 1000 gallon gasoline tank and 
pump should not be revoked. He ex- 
plained that when application was 
made recently for the permit to in- 
stall the tank and pump it was stated 
by the petitioners that the tank and 
pump were already on the premises 
uul the aldermen supposed when they 
granted the petition that the permit 
mid be used in connection with this 
link and pump, which are located on 
Chestnut st. side of the former 
Saeo-Lowell property which Sutcliffe 
leases. Instead, another tank and an- 
other pump were installed a short dis- 
ance from Needham st.. on the oppo- 
ite side of the property, and a few 
hundred yards distant, making two 
auk and two pumps. Alderman Inch- 
's commented that the Board had been 
feived. and his motion was carried, 
•:ilis Sutcliffe of Newton is president 
f the company and William Sutcliffe 
of Malden, manager. 

President Floyd said that in accord- 
ance with the recommendation made 
by Mayor Childs in his inaugural ad- 
dress. lie had appointed a committee 
to study the welfare problem in New- 
ton, which he commented has been 
necessitating the expenditure of a 
staggering amount of money. The 
purpose of the committee, according to 
President Floyd, will he to attempt to 
give relief to taxpayers as well as to 
lief recipients. The members of the 
committee are Aldermen Hutchinson, 
Bacon. Colby. Jamieson and Lockwood. 
Another petition for a permit to use 
sound truck on Newton streets was 
•efused. ns have similar petitions at 
nt meetings. The application for 
tho privilege of making a racket on 
Newton streets came this time from 
the Waltham Women’s Club. They 
anted to advertise a street fair in 
hat city. 

The application of the John Dolan 
Coal Company to install three tanks 
instead of two at Concord st. for the 
storage of fuel oil was granted. The 
iiisens Fund trustees were given au- 
thority to loan $4800 on a mortgage. 
No action was taken on the order ad- 
judging the old buildings at the prop- 
ty of the Metropolitan Coal Company 
n Washington st..

John Ward School Dog 

Aids Blind Master 

Last year the pupils of the John 
Ward School became interested in 
tho work of The Seeing Eye. Under 
the leadership of Alnn Levensohn, 
then a member of the fifth grade a 
project wns started to raise enough 
money to provide a dog — the John 
Ward School Dog— which was to be 
given to n blind person somewhere 
in the United Stntes. 

The children were anxious to con- 
tribute small sums of money from 
their allowances nnd savings and after 
n few months the necessary nmount 
was obtnlned. This mnde the pupils 
junior members of The Seeing Eve 
nnd also provided a course of train- 
ing nt the kennels for the dog nnd 
her blind master. 

Recently, tho pupils were mnde 
very happy by the following report 
which was received from The Seeing 
Eye. Morristown. New Jersey: 

When this dog’s master came to 
us, he hnd been blind only two months. 
The man is above average in intelli- 
gence. and during those two months, 
he mastered Braille. Before becom- 
ing blind he hnd been in a business 
office, but when he became blind he 
and his wife began to make plans 
to open a flower shop. The man wns 
very ambitious, nnd said he had been 
so anxious to have a dog he could 
think of nothing else. When "Sonin” 
wns given to this man. he became 
attached to her immediately, nnd she 
to him. He wrote to his wife that 
he feels he has the best dog in the 
kennels and that "she is just per- 
fect: she responded to me right away 
nnd has such a marvelous disposition.” 
The two got along very well during 
their training period. The man’s am- 
bitious nature made him a little bit 
hasty and inclined to rush things, 
but the dog steadied him down very 
quickly nnd it wns not long before 
they were working together in com- 
plete harmony. The dog wns the first 
of its kind to go to the section of 
the country in which the man lived 
and the townspeople took to her im- 
mediately. She was so friendly nnd 
ladylike, yet nt the same time busi- 
ness-like that everyone admired her 
She has helped to make many new 
friends for her master and already 
the flower shop is flourishing. Through 
this man’s dog, both he nnd his wife 
have been able to make a dream be- 
come a reality. Sonia nnd her mas- 
ter will be able to do their share 
of the work and in addition will go 
out soliciting business.

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday evening Alderman 
Childs presented the report of the 
committee on the revision of the city 
charter and stated that the committee 
had worked hard to get the revision 
ready to report to the Legislature. He 
moved that the Mayor call a special 
meeting for Friday, March 23, to dis- 
cuss the revision. . Alderman Pettee 
said it would he well to allow citizens 
to he heard and get their ideas. Al- 
derman Ward did not believe in rush- 
ing matters and thought it would do 
no harm to let this matter lay over 
until next year. Alderman Childs said 
the people will have a chance to 
vote on the adoption of the new char- 
ter. and if public hearings are held it 
will take 6 months. Alderman Pettee 
said Newton has been a city only 12 
years and this is the third change in 
its charter. It was moved that the 
meeting he held next Monday night. 

Mayor Kimball stated that Mr. J. O. 
Teele had asked him in regard to sell- 
ing 214 acres of land opposite the 
Newton Cemetery for a Jewish ceme- 
tery. and if there would lie any ob- 
jections. The matter was referred to 
a committee composed of Alderman 
Pettee, Johnson and Chadwick.

Powers’ Paragraphs 
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The budget recommendations ot the 
Newton Health Department for 1938 
request an increase in snlnry for Dr. 
Harold Cliope, Health Officer and head 
of this department from $4000 to 
$4200. Dr. Cliope did not take the 
initiative in requesting this increase. 
This was done by the members of the 
Board of Health. In prefacing the de- 
partment budget recommendations 
wns this statement, signed by John 
C. Madden, chairman of the Board of 
Health: 

“We hereby transmit the budget re- 
quest for the Newton Health Depart 
ment for the year 1938. This budget 
has been presented to the Board by the 
Director of Public Health for a pre- 
liminary hearing nt our October meet- 
ing, nnd wns discussed in detail in its 
present form on January 17, 1938. 

"We hnve asked for a salary in- 
crease for the Health Officer. He hns 
now been In the employ of the city 
for 214 years and his services in the 
reorganization of the Health Depart- 
ment hnve been acceptable to the 
Board of Health. During the past year 
to our knowledge. Dr. Chope has had 
two definite offers from other organi- 
zations; one from the American Pub- 
lic Health Association who offered 
$5000 per annum, plus all expenses 
in the field; and the second as Associ- 
ate Professor in a southern university 
nt nil annual salary of $4800. In view 
of the fnct that the modern medical 
health officer must not only have a 
medical education, but special training 
and experience in public health, the 
Board of Health recommends this in- 
crease in compensation.” 


One of the Horses on Hook & Lad- 
der 1 at Newtonville had a large tumor 
removed from his neck last week by 
Dr. Bunker It is hoped the horse will 
recover as he is a veteran in the fire 
department service, not hnving missed 
a fire in the past 6 years.

The appeal of Pope Pius to General 
Franco urging that military leader to 
abandon the practice of bombing large 
cities with the resultant horrible 
slaughter of defencelss non-comba- 
tants. including women and little chil- 
dren, is what Christians would expect 
from tills great religious leader. Ac- 
cording to the "Osservatore Romano,” 
this plea was made by Pope Pius on 
his own initiative, and independently 
of urgings from England and France. 
The Pope's action is in striking and 
commendable contrast to statements 
made by another person prominent in 
religion, who practically condoned the 
bombing of Barcelona with the com- 
ment that “War is war.” It is true that 
groups of professed Christians in this 
country, who have been comdemning 
the bombing of cities by those fight- 
ing with Franco’s armies, did not con- 
demn the fiendish murders of thou- 
sands of priests, nuns and others by 
the atheistic radicals among Jhe fol- 
lowers of the so-called Spanish Loyal- 
ists. But two wrongs do not make a 
right, and even those who do not 
favor the success of the Godless ele- 


ness may help in winning a war but 
eventually It will defeat itself. 


It is to he hoped that the speech of 
Governor Hurley at the Safety Council 
conference in Hotel Stntler on Mon- 
day, in which the Governor urged that 
traffic laws be enforced, will be heed- 
ed by the too many judges who have 
been apparently more concerned in 
showing leniency to drunken, speed- 
ing and reckless operators of motor 
vehicles than they have been for the 
lives and safety of the public. The 
Governor stressed this point. The 
formation of Safety Councils will avail 
little, nnd Safety Drives will have 
scanty effect while judges reduce fines 
levied on a. unken drivers and even 
suspend such fines, while judges eith- 
er suspend fines imposed on speeders 
and other violators of traffic laws, and 
while judges place on file cases of mo- 
torists who are obviously guilty of 
disregard for the snfety of others. 

Police Departments in this State cost 
taxpayers many millions of dollars 
each year. The effectiveness of these 
police departments is nullified by the 
wholesale "fixing” of cases, by the un- 
warranted leniency of judges in low- 
er courts, by nol prossing in district 
attorneys’ offices, and by verdicts of 
“not guilty” rendered by juries which 
disregard the evidence presented to 
them. 


The large attendance at the hear- 
ing held by the Finance Committee of 
the Newton Board of Aldermen on 
Wednesday night in an attempt to as- 
certain the views of Newton citizens on 
the matter of taxation did not result 
in any practical result. A large per- 
centage of those who attended were 
employees of various departments of 
the city, who quite naturally are con- 
cerned regarding the possible abolition 
of the jobs they hold, or a reduction in 
their salaries or wages. It is our per- 
sonal belief that neither of these 
things will occur. It was obvious from 
the questions asked by some of the 
citizens present at the hearing, that 
they did not have a clear understand- 
ing of the purpose for which the hear- 
ing was held. The statement of Leon 
Rogers — that people did not have suf- 
ficient time to study the questions in- 
volved. nnd that the hearing should 
be adjourned for a week to permit 
some consideration of the matters In- 
volved by improvement organizations 
and other civic bodies in the city, was 
logical. 

The plain fact is this — the cost of 
public welfare in Newton has in- 
creased from about $10,000 in 1920 
to nearly three-quarters of a million 
dollars. It Is inevitable that this tre- 
mendous burden on taxpayers necessi- 
tates an increase of at least $3 in our 
tax rate, and the only way to offset it 
would bo to curtail the services given

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The trustees of Newton Cottage Hos- 
pital held their quarterly meeting on 
Monday.

New Automobile Colors 

For Cadillac-LaSnlle 


First signs of spring in the automo- 
bile industry appear In the paint 
shops. For several weeks designers 
and color authorities at Cadlllac-La- 
Salle in Detroit have been studying 
new and lighter hues that are com- 
monly more popular in warmer weath- 
er. 

As a result of their work, P. E. 
Frost, of Frost Motors, Inc., Newton, 
announced this week four new color 
options on the 1938 LaSalles, Cadillac 
Sixty and Sixty Special. They are: 
Carolina Green, Oxblood Maroon (iri- 
descent), Barcelona Blue, and Sea 
Gull Grey. 

The selection of new colors for au- 
tomobiles, such as those added for 
spring by Cadillac, is an exacting task.

Final voting is done on the auto- 
mobile itself. All Cadillac executives, 
field men and visitors are polled and 
their preferences tabulated. In the 
end. the majority rules. 

Thus, any new Cadillac-LaSalle col 
or, when it reaches the market, has 
not only survived a competition with 
thousands of other hues, but repre- 
sents a cross-section of the opinions of 
average drivers.

Aldermen Hold 
Public Meeting To 
Discuss Tax Rate

commented that it appears that the 
Board <>f Aldermen want to add to the 
tax rate for this year all the 19.37 ex- 
i> mditures carried over, plus all fu- 
ture expenditures made in 193S. Sproat 
said he would prefer to have the tnx 
rate go up $1.50 or $2 rather than 
see those on welfare suffer. 

A suggestion from James A. Waters 
of Newton Highlands that savings can 
be effected by not building any more 
now sehools in the near future, brought 
replies from Joseph Guzzi of West 
Newton and Edward H. Powers of 
Newton who called attention to the 
need of new schools planned for years 
to replace the old. inadequate Frank- 
lin. Lincoln and Eliot Schools. Mr. 
Waters advocated doubling up in the 
use of the schools as has been done 
in other cities by having both morn- 
ing and afternoon sessions. Joseph 
Guzzi called attention to the fact 
that unless the city purchases much 
needed equipment for the Street De- 
partment. greater expense will be 
placed in the future on taxpayers. 

Alderman Colby commented that the 
meeting did not seem to be getting 
the suggestions it had sought. He 
asked — “Do you want taxes held down, 
or do you want present services main- 
tained and taxes increased?” John 
Finelli said he is willing to repose 
confidence in the Board of Aldermen 
who have the knowledge of conditions. 
He chided the Aldermen for calling 
such a meeting and said it showed 
they lack intestinal fortitude to make 
the decision. He advised them to 
carry on and they could depend on 
the electorate to reelect them or de- 
feat them according as to whether 
or not they serve efficiently. Aider- 
man McKay defended the calling of 
the meeting, saying that it is a good 
thing to bring matters out into the 
open. Alderman McCabe agreed with 
Leon Rogers that the meeting should 
be adjourned and Alderman McKay 
announced that it would be adjourned 
until Friday evening. April 1. 

Ex-Alderman Frederick Guzzi told 
of citizens desiring improvements and 
of being willing to pay for them. 
He stated that the most of the city 
employees own their homes and are 
as anxious as other citizens to have 
the tax rate kept low. He advocated 
the purchase of needed equipment by 
the Street Department as an economy 
measure. President Floyd of the Board 
told representatives of village improve- 
ment societies that members of the 
Finance Committee of the Aldermen 
will be glad to attend meetings of 
the improvement societies and give 
information regarding the finances of 
the city.
